Explanations  of  Votes. 

Supervisor  Morrison  stated  that  his  vote  in  Committee  was  cast  in 
favor  reluctantly  and  for  one  reason  only:  because  he  feels  that  any 
member  of  the  Board  has  the  right  to  bring  any  measure  before  the 
Board  for  a  determination.  He  said  he  did  not  believe  in  the  apparent 
intent  of  the  measure  that  the  Board  should  take  up  particularized 
tax  measures  without  consideration  of  the  complete  problem. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  currently  undertaking  a  study  of  a  wide 
variety  of  tax  measures.  Although  such  a  study  is  time-consuming, 
Supervisor  Morrison  said  that  this  kind  of  study  seemed  to  him  to  be 
the  proper  way  for  the  Board  to  approach  the  problem. 

Supervisor  Francois  urged  an  "aye"  vote  on  the  subject  legislation. 
While  he  supports  the  idea  of  a  comprehensive  tax  program,  he  felt 
that  the  Board  should  seriously  consider  taking  certain  immediate 
actions  to  relieve  the  tax  burden  on  the  home  owners  of  San  Francisco; 
i.e.,  increasing  the  hotel  tax,  imposing  a  tax  on  the  transfer  of  real 
property,  and  a  local  amusement  tax. 

Supervisor  Blake  stated  he  is  opposed  to  the  subject  legislation  and 
to  the  legislation  proposed  to  be  amended  thereby  because  in  his  opin- 
ion the  Board  should  be  concerned  about  bringing  efficiency  and  econ- 
omy to  City  government  in  order  to  reduce  taxes  rather  than  finding 
ways  to  increase  taxes.    Supervisor  Blake  stated  that  in  his  opinion  a 
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budget  review  division  should  be  established  under  the  direction  of 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

Report  by  Finance  Committee  on  Proposed  Survey  of 
City  and  County  Tax  Structure. 

In  response  to  questions  by  Supervisor  McCarthy,  Supervisor  Mor- 
rison stated  that  in  his  opinion  the  Finance  Committee  will  need  either 
the  assistance  of  temporary  personnel  or  a  consultant  in  order  to 
undertake  a  comprehensive  survey  of  San  Francisco's  tax  structure.  It 
is  too  big  and  time-consuming  a  job  for  the  Committee  to  do  on  its 
own.  He  estimated  that  it  would  be  at  least  six  to  eight  months  before 
recommendations  can  be  formulated. 

Supervisor  Ertola,  Chairman  of  a  sub-committee  of  the  Finance 
Committee  delegated  to  study  the  effects  of  A.B.  80,  advised  that  he 
had  been  in  touch  with  the  Assessor,  City  Attorney,  and  Mayor,  con- 
cerning the  problem  he  believes  this  Bill  forces  the  City  to  face.  Super- 
visor Ertola  said  he  had  hoped  to  be  able  to  report  to  the  Board  before 
the  end  of  1966.  However,  even  with  his  staff  working  diligently,  the 
Assessor  will  not  be  prepared  to  present  any  facts  for  Board  consider- 
ation until  the  middle  of  January. 

Supervisor  McCarthy  suggested  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee  be  requested  to  present  to  the  Board  the  results  of  the  study 
presently  being  undertaken  by  the  Committee  and  the  subcommittee 
along  with  recommendations  for  Board  action.  Supervisor  McCarthy 
asked  for  information  concerning  the  different  kinds  of  taxes  which 
might  be  considered  and  the  amount  of  revenue  that  could  be  expected 
to  be  received  from  each.  He  stated  that  one  of  the  major  pieces  of 
legislation  before  the  State  Legislature  will  be  an  increase  in  the  State 
sales  tax  and  that  the  Board  should  make  a  policy  decision  on  this 
question  before  imposing  any  new  local  taxes. 

Supervisor  Morrison  suggested  that  the  Committee  be  directed  to 
report  to  the  Board  on  January  23,  1967,  its  recommendations  for 
procedure  to  be  followed  in  undertaking  a  survey  of  the  City's  tax 
structure.  He  said  that  while  he  would  welcome  the  kind  of  directive 
suggested  by  Supervisor  McCarthy,  he  did  not  believe  the  Committee 
would  be  able  in  three  weeks  to  forecast  revenue  receipts  to  be  expected 
from  the  various  tax  proposals  being  considered.

John  Larson,  President  of  E.  C.  Cooley  Company,  and  Miss  Mildred 
Hunter,  bookkeeper,  were  examined  under  oath  with  respect  to  the 
application. 

Miss  Hunter  testified  that  the  company  is  willing  to  pay  the  tax  but 
not  the  penalty.  The  Company  was  not  aware  that  commissions  on 
orders  received  from  principals  out  of  the  State  were  taxable.  The 
omission  to  include  these  commissions  was  due  entirely  to  a  misunder- 
standing; therefore,  the  penalty  of  200  per  cent  is  punitive  and  in- 
jurious and  not  justified.  These  commissions  are  paid  on  accounts 
receivable  collected  by  the  Company's  principals.  It  might  be  a  year 
before  some  are  collected. 

William  Paizis  of  the  Assessor's  office  testified  that  failure  to  report 
was  undoubtedly  an  inadvertence;  however,  the  Assessor's  interpreta- 
tion of  Section  1063  of  the  Revenue  and  Taxation  Code  is  that  he  has 
no  power  to  waive  the  prescribed  penalty.

Progress  report  by  Finance  Committee  on  stattis  of  Committee's  sttidy 
of  the  City  and  County  tax  structure. 

File  No.  246-65. 

Supervisor  Morrison  reported  that  the  first  object  of  the  Committee 
in  recent  weeks  has  been  to  determine  the  effect  of  the  application  of 
a  uniform  assessment  ratio  as  required  by  State  law.  A  report  on  that 
subject  was  given  by  the  Assessor  last  week,  copies  of  which  have  been 
placed  in  the  file  and  distributed  to  each  Supervisor.  It  is  estimated 
that  the  real  property  tax  of  the  average  home-owner  will  increase 
one-third.  The  Finance  Committee  believes  the  Board  should  ascertain 
if  there  is  some  feasible  and  desirable  way  to  relieve  the  home  owner 
of  this  added  tax  burden. 

Because  the  Arthur  D.  Little  Company  has  already  conducted  studies 
for  the  City  in  which  they  have  done  much  of  the  work  that  will  be 
required  in  a  study  of  the  tax  structure,  it  seemed  to  the  Committee 
there  would  be  many  advantages  to  having  such  firm  make  a  study. 
Arthur  D.  Little  Company  has  offered  to  do  a  four-month  study  at  a 
cost  of  $50,000  plus  some  additional  expenses,  mainly  for  printing  of 
the  report. 

The  Committee  would  submit  suggested  new  sources  of  revenue  and 
would  ask  that  the  study  be  directed  to  the  amount  of  revenue  each 
might  raise,  what  administrative  costs  would  be,  and  what  incidence 
of  the  burden  would  fall  upon  various  income  groups.  In  this  way,  at 
the  end  of  the  four  month  period,  the  Board  would  have  the  informa- 
tion needed  to  decide  whether  to  impose  any  new  taxes. 

If  a  tax  measure  should  be  adopted  to  become  effective  before  Sep- 
tember 1,  1967,  Supervisor  Morrison  said  he  believed  anticipated  reve- 
nue therefrom  could  be  taken  into  account  in  the  setting  of  the  tax 
rate  on  residential  properties.  Therefore,  the  Committee  has  recom- 
mended the  initiation  of  a  supplemental  appropriation  for  the  purpose 
of  contracting  with  Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc.,  for  a  comprehensive  review 
of  the  tax  structure. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  also  recommended  establishment  of  a 
Tax  Appeals  Board  in  San  Francisco,  although  the  cost  was  somewhat 
daunting  to  the  Committee.  The  Assessor  predicts  possibly  3,000  ap- 
plications for  equalization  of  assessments  this  year.  If  no  preparation 
is  made  and  3,000  applications  are  received,  the  Board  will  be  over- 
whelmed. Supervisor  Morrison  said  he  believed  the  Board  must  plan 
for  that  number  of  applications  so  that  any  taxpayer  will  have  his  case 
decided  efficiently.  If  fewer  than  anticipated  apply  for  equalization  of 
assessment,  of  course  less  funds  would  be  expended. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  Boas,  both  the  Controller 
and  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  advised  that  their  departments 
could  not  perform  the  study  as  described  without  the  employment  of 
outside  assistance. 
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Also  in  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  Boas,  Supervisor  Mor- 
rison stated  that  the  question  of  an  appropriation  of  funds  for  a  study 
by  the  Arthur  D.  Little  Company  will  come  before  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee again  at  a  later  date  after  processing  by  the  Mayor  and  the 
Controller.  At  that  time  there  will  be  full  notice  and  hearing  in  public 
meeting  of  the  Committee. 

Supervisor  Blake  stated  that  in  his  opinion  the  Board's  efforts  should 
be  directed  to  finding  ways  to  cut  the  City  and  County  budget  and 
taxes  in  San  Francisco  rather  than  trying  to  find  new  sources  of  reve- 
nue. Transferring  the  tax  burden  from  commercial  and  industrial 
properties  to  the  home-owner  will  only  be  harmful  to  San  Francisco. 
Downtown  interests  have  been  receiving  the  greater  portion  of  the 
municipal  services  and  therefore  should  carry  the  greater  portion  of 
the  tax  burden.    Efforts  should  be  made  to  amend  Assembly  Bill  80. 

Supervisor  Beeman  informed  the  Board  that  he  had  met  with  the 
Chairman  of  the  Municipal  and  County  Government  Committee  of 
the  State  Assemblv  for  the  purpose  of  exploring  with  him  possible 
amendments  to  A.B.  80.  Supervisor  Beeman  said  that  he  is  willing  to 
go  to  Sacramento  and  spend  more  time  in  pursuing  this;  however,  it 
is  his  opinion  that  the  Assembly  Committee  has  absolutelv  no  intention 
of  amending  A.B.  80  so  as  to  affect  San  Francisco.  The  purpose  of 
the  proposed  study  by  Arthur  D.  Little  Company  is  not  how  to  increase 
the  City  budget  or  increase  taxes,  but  to  find  ways  to  raise  revenue 
from  those  who  are  not  now  carrying  their  fair  share  of  the  burden. 

Supervisor  Ertola  suggested  that  when  the  supplemental  appropria- 
tion for  entering  into  a  contract  with  the  Arthur  D.  Little  Company 
comes  before  the  Finance  Committee  again,  the  scope  of  the  study  be 
broadened  to  include  a  study  of  the  social  and  economic  effects  the 
immediate  and  over-night  tax  shift  required  by  A.B.  80  will  have  on 
home  owners  and  tenants  of  San  Francisco.  With  such  information, 
San  Francisco  could  present  to  the  State  Legislature  facts  in  support 
of  proposed  amendments  to  A.B.  80. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  said  he  believed  funds  should  be  appropriated 
for  a  studv  bv  Arthur  D.  Little  Companv.  but  that  the  Board  should 
also  follow  the  recent  advice  of  the  Chairman  of  the  State  Board  of 
Equalization  and  support  amendments  of  State  legislation  which  would 
among  other  things,  establish  a  lower  assessment  ratio  for  residential 
properties  than  for  income-producing  properties,  permit  a  reduction 
of  taxes  for  maintenance  and  repair  of  residential  buildings,  exempt 
household  property  from  taxation  and  permit  averaging  of  business 
inventory  throughout  the  year.

Statement  of  Supervisor  Kevin  O'Shea  concerning  charges  of  lack  of 
good  faith  on  the  part  of  some  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
in  the  recent  election  of  members  of  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and 
Highway  District. 

"Labor  and  the  union  movement,  in  San  Francisco,  with  their  fine 
traditions  for  equality  and  fairness,  have  always  been  for  me  subjects 
of  deep  interest  and  the  highest  respect.  My  own  family  background 
is  one  which  is  vitally  concerned  with  union  labor,  and  needless  to  say, 
the  legitimate  interests  and  aspirations  of  the  labor  movement  will  con- 
tinue to  have  my  unqualified  support. 

"With  the  foregoing  as  a  prelude,  and  as  an  unequivocal  statement 
of  my  principles,  it  was  disconcerting  and  disturbing  for  me  to  read  in 
the  local  press  a  short  time  ago  that  some  labor  representatives  have 
termed  unnamed  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  being  un- 
truthful because  they  pledged  their  votes  to  certain  union  otricials  for 
election  to  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  Highway  District  and  then 
failed  to  vote  accordingly. 

"If  there  are  any  members  of  our  Board  who  have  engaged  in  such 
a  course  of  conduct,  certainly  they  should  be  called  to  account  for  a 
reprehensible  action.  But  to  issue  a  blanket  criticism  of  some  Board 
members,  and  fail  to  name  them,  inevitably  leads  the  public  to  con- 
clude that  any  or  all  Supervisors  are  guilty  of  toying  with  the  truth, 
and  I  for  one  most  emphatically  resent  any  such  implication  directed 
at  me. 

"Let  me  emphasize  beyond  any  possibility  of  misunderstanding — 
any  statement  or  innuendo  that  I  fail  to  live  up  to  my  promises  fully 
and  completely  is  untrue  and  scurrilous;  any  blanket  indictment  of 
members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  such  charges  includes  me, 
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and  I  resent  it  intensely  as  an  attack  upon  my  personal  integrity;  and, 
finally,  when  any  vote  is  to  be  counted,  all  the  people  of  San  Francisco, 
including  particularly  those  who  are  in  and  of  the  labor  movement, 
may  count  without  question  upon  my  vote  being  in  their  best  interests."

General  Classification  Survey:  As  for  the  past  several  years,  incor- 
porated in  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  for  1967  are  new 
numerical  classification  designations  for  existing  alphabetical  classifi- 
cations where  no  status  problems  are  involved.  Where  status  problems 
are  involved  the  existing  alphabetical-numerical  designations  have  been 
retained.  When  those  problems  have  been  resolved,  it  is  anticipated 
that  numerical  designations  will  be  used  exclusively  for  all  classes  of 
employments. 

Administrative  Provisions:  The  Civil  Service  Commission  has  con- 
sidered and  decided  upon  numerous  and  varied  requests  for  amend- 
ments to  the  administrative  provisions  of  the  Salary  Standardization 
Ordinance,  affecting  working  conditions  of  the  employees  involved. 

Culminating  its  considerations,  the  Commission  has  forwarded  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  the  administrative  provisions  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Commission.  A  copy  is  before  each  Board  member, 
accompanied  by  a  letter  of  explanation  of  the  recommended  deletions, 
additions,  and  revisions. 

The  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee  studied  intensively  these 
administrative  provisions,  giving  careful  attention  to  representations 
made  both  verbally  and  in  writing  by  interested  individuals  and  rep- 
resentatives of  organizations.  As  a  result,  the  Committee  recommends 
that  the  Board  approve  and  adopt  only  the  amendments  to  the  admin- 
istrative provisions  of  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  appearing

in  the  copy  of  the  ordinance  furnished  you  at  this  meeting.  Any  addi- 
tions or  deletions  proposed  by  the  members  would  have  to  be  the  sub- 
ject of  an  appropriate  motion  to  amend. 

Briefly,  the  changes  recommended  in  the  administrative  provisions 
are  as  follows: 

Section  IV  (A).  Increases  from  $15  to  $20  per  month  differential 
payment  for  services  requiring  continuous  personal  exposure  to  con- 
tagious diseases,  and  provides  that  payment  of  differential  shall  be 
based  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  department  head  that  employee 
is  entitled  to  said  extra  compensation. 

Committee  has  amended  section  to  delete  requirement  for  approval 
by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and  that  payment  of  said  differential 
shall  be  based  upon  morbidity  statistics  provided  by  the  Retirement 
Board. 

Section  IV  (C).  Provides  that  part-time  counselors  employed  at 
Juvenile  Hall  whose  concluding  work  hour  is  at  8:00  p.m.  or  later 
shall  be  entitled  to  premium  pay  for  hours  worked. 

Section  V  (A).  Provides  that  overtime  work  shall  be  compensated 
for  at  one  and  one-half  times  the  rate  established  for  normal  work 
schedule  and  not  on  premium  pay  rates  for  those  employees  who  are 
paid  premium  pay  for  work  on  holidays. 

The  committee  proposes  amendment  to  cover  time  worked  in  excess 
of  eight  hours'  work  on  a  holiday  for  those  employees  who  receive 
premium  pay  for  said  holiday  work. 

Section  VI  (A)  (paragraph  7).  Provides  that  employees  on  a  tour 
of  duty  other  than  Monday  through  Friday  shall  receive  the  same 
number  of  annual  holidays  as  those  employees  who  work  a  tour  of 
duty  from  Monday  through  Friday. 

Section  VI  (B).  Provides  that  an  employee  who  is  on  sick  leave 
with  pay  on  both  sides  of  a  legal  holiday  shall  not  be  charged  for  sick 
leave  with  pay  for  said  legal  holiday. 

Section  VII  (A)  (paragraph  2).  Provides  that  a  permanent  employee 
who  accepts  appointment  to  a  non-promotive  position  shall  receive  a 
salary  in  his  new  position  which  shall  be  equal  to  or  one  step  imme- 
diately in  excess  of  the  salary  for  his  permanent  position. 

Section  VII  (B)  (paragraph  4).  Provides  that  salary  of  nurses  shall 
not  be  reduced  when  converting  from  special  compensation  schedules 
established  by  Ordinance  No.  44-67,  approved  February  9,  1967,  to 
the  regular  compensation  schedules  as  set  forth  in  the  Salary  Stand- 
ardization Ordinance. 

Section  VII  (C).  Provides  that  employees  transferring  from  one 
department  to  another  shall,  for  increment  purposes,  retain  their  orig- 
inal anniversary  date. 

Section  VII  (F).  Permits  employees  to  be  certified  to  promotive 
positions  in  other  departments  but  remain  in  present  department  for 
a  short  period  of  time  because  of  emergency  work  at  increased  rate  of 
pay. 
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Section  VII  (G).  Civil  Service  Commission  to  define  the  term  "per- 
manent appointment."  If  to  be  considered  as  permanent  appointment 
within  City  service,  then  the  five-year  limitation  is  approved;  provided, 
however,  that  if  said  phrase  is  to  be  defined  as  permanent  service  with- 
in the  particular  classification  then  the  period  of  service  shall  be  re- 
duced to  four  years. 

Section  VII. I.  Committee  has  transmuted  cost-of-living  symbols  to 
regular  compensation  schedules,  and  accordingly  has  deleted  section 
explaining  said  symbols. 

Section  IX  (A)  (1).  Retains  Class  2302-Orderly,  Class  2312-Licensed 
Vocational  Nurse  and  Class  2802-School  Children's  Orderly  in,  and 
adds  Class  2772-Seamstress,  to  list  of  classes  who  shall  advance  to 
successive  steps  upon  completion  of  six  months'  service  in  each  step. 

It  is  the  recommendation  of  your  Legislative  and  Personnel  Com- 
mitter that  such  proposed  amendments  to  the  administrative  provisions 
of  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  be  adopted,  and  therefore 
they  are  included  in  the  comprehensive  motion  for  amendment  with 
which  I  opened  these  remarks. 

Schedule  of  Compensations:  The  Legislative  and  Personnel  Com- 
mittee presents  to  the  Board  its  recommendations  for  amendment  of 
the  schedule  of  compensations.  The  members  of  the  Committee  have 
made  their  recommendations  with  a  full  awareness  of  the  needs  of 
the  community,  the  services  rendered  by  the  employees,  the  require- 
ment for  maintenance  of  equitable  relationships,  the  mandate  of  the 
people  as  set  forth  in  the  Charter  that  compensations  shall  be  in  ac- 
cord with  the  generally  prevailing  rates  of  wages  for  like  service  and 
working  conditions,  and  the  property  tax  base. 

Each  half-schedule  number,  i.e.,  .5,  represents  approximately  a 
2V^  %  increase  above  the  next  lower  schedule  number,  and  each  full 
schedule  (for  example,  Schedule  21  compared  with  Schedule  20)  rep- 
resents approximately  a  5%   increase  above  the  next  lower  schedule. 

The  miscellaneous  employees  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, those  covered  by  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  before 
you  today,  number  14,108,  divided  into  1,158  classifications. 

I  quote  the  following  tabulation  showing,  generally  and  approxi- 
mately but  as  accurately  as  possible,  the  increases  provided  for  miscel- 
laneous employees  in  1966  and  those  which  this  year  are  recommended 
by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and/ or  Legislative  and  Personnel 
Committee:

It  should  be  noted  that  of  the  total  amount  of  increases  granted, 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  estimates  that  approximately  $132,000 
is  attributable  to  new  positions  created  during  the  period  which  has 
elapsed  since  March,  1966. 

Also  noteworthy  is  the  total  of  requested  amendments,  referred  by 
the  Board  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  on  February  16,  1967, 
aggregating  $9,133,124,  which  was  in  addition  to  the  $7,638,001  pre- 
viously recommended  by  the  Commission  on  January  30,  1967. 

It  is  to  be  emphasized  that  the  total  costs  involved  will  not  neces- 
sarily be  reflected  in  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year's  budget  total.  Many 
of  the  employees  affected  have  not  yet,  nor  will  they  in  the  next  suc- 
ceeding fiscal  year  or  possibly  three  fiscal  years  attain  the  maxima  of 
their  respective  salary  ranges. 

Your  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee.  Supervisor  Jack  Morri- 
son, Supervisor  Dorothy  von  Beroldingen,  and  the  writer,  has  held  six 
separate  sessions  of  several  hours  duration  each,  during  daytime,  eve- 
ning and  hohday  hours,  in  order  to  give  mature  deliberation  to  the 
important  matter  of  salary  standardization.  It  has  conducted  an  ex- 
haustive study  of  the  data  submitted  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission, 
individual  employees,  other  interested  persons,  and  organizations.  The 
counsel  of  all  members  of  the  Board  was  cordially  invited  at  any  or 
all  of  those  meetings,  and  the  Committee  welcomed  that  which  was 
offered.  It  was  encouraging  to  note  that  some  of  the  other  Board  mem- 
bers were  in  attendance  at  one  or  more  of  our  meetings. 

The  Committee  members  are  grateful  for  the  full  measure  of  ad- 
vices which  their  Board  colleagues  so  cooperatively  offered.

He 
asked  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  Chief  of  Police  asking  what  the  de- 
partment is  doing  to  alleviate  the  situation  and  if  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors can  be  of  assistance  in  providing  the  department  with  the  means 
to  combat  this  serious  problem.

MAYOR'S  BUDGET  MESSAGE  TO  THE  BOARD 
OF  SUPERVISORS 

To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  seldom  has  a  Mayor  come  before  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  personally  to  deliver  the  budget. 

I  am  doing  it  for  the  following  reasons: 

To  inform  you  and  the  people  of  San  Francisco  as  forcefully  as  I 
know  how  that  this  is  a  bedrock  budget .  .  . 

That  despite  all  I  have  been  able  to  do  after  100  days  and  nights  of 
pruning  and  paring,  it  will  be  up  $24  million  plus  .  .  . 

And  that,  gentlemen,  we  have  a  crisis,  because  the  people  of  San 
Francisco,  the  property  taxpayers,  can't  afford  that  increase. 

We  are  taxpayers,  too 

In  other  words,  that  $24  million  increase  is  beyond  my  control  to 
cut — and  we  are  going  to  have  to  look  somewhere  else  for  the  money. 

The  stark,  hard  facts  are  these: 

For  the  past  three  and  one-half  months,  I  have  personally  urged 
every  single  department  and  office  to  hold  down  hard  on  their  requests 
for  the  coming  year. 

Many  departments  have  done  just  that. 

And  those  that  have  not,  we  have  done  it  for  them. 

Yet,  the  requests  totaled  $79  million  more  than  this  year's  budget. 
I  have  cut  $55  million  from  that  $79  million. 

It  has  not  been  easy. 

The  remaining  $24  million  increase  is,  to  a  great  extent,  beyond  my 
reach.   Or  frankly,  I  would  have  cut  it,  too. 

On  the  number  of  employees: 

The  departments  and  offices  other  than  the  School  Department, 
asked  for  906  new  people. 

I  have  blue-penciled  645 — and,  at  the  same  time,  eliminated  92 
existing  jobs. 
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That  leaves  an  increase  of  169  in  all. 

And,  of  those,  40  are  school  crossing  guards — who  will  free  police 
patrolmen  for  strictly  anti-crime  functions  in  our  neighborhoods. 

In  other  words,  I  have  trimmed  every  department  and  office  request 
to  the  barest  essential. 

And  yet,  the  newspapers  today  and  tomorrow  may  headline  the 
story  of  the  budget  in  the  traditional  way: 

City  Sets  Record  Budget.   Unquote. 

For  that  is  true,  as  far  as  it  goes. 

The  present  1966-67  budget  is  $404  million. 

The  budget  I  am  proposing  for  next  year  is  $428  million. 

There  is  not,  of  course,  a  state  or  major  city  in  the  nation  whose 
budget  will  be  smaller  next  year  than  last  year. 

As  even  California's  new  governor  has  discovered,  it  just  cannot 
be  done. 

In  fact,  his  budget  is  9.5  percent  higher  than  last  year.  My  pro- 
posed budget  is  6  percent. 

Almost  all  of  the  $24  million  increase — some  $22.5  million — is  in 
four  areas  I  cannot  touch,  easily  or  at  all: 

Schools,  built-in  wage  increases,  public  utilities  and  social  services. 

1.  The  schools  will  spend  $6.2  million  more  next  year. 

That  whopping  increase  is  in  our  budget,  even  though  by  law  we 
have  no  control  over  it. 

2.  Built-in  salary  increases,  including  the  city  nurses',  total  another 
$3.8  million.  And  we,  of  course,  cannot  touch  that,  either. 

3.  Public  Utilities  (not  including  the  Muni  Railway)  is  up  another 
$7.6  million — with  more  than  $5  million  of  that  for  capital  improve- 
ments at  the  airport,  to  enable  it  to  handle  the  most  modern  jet  traffic 
safely  and  swiftly. 

4.  Social  services  account  for  another  $4.9  million  increase.  The 
original  request  for  $11  million  more. 

I  knocked  out  $6  million,  and  would  have  eliminated  more,  but 
state  and  federal  regulations  prevent  me.  In  other  words,  all  of  the 
increase  in  the  social  services  area  is  to  meet  state  and  fderal  regula- 
tions. 

As  a  result  of  our  approach: 

Dozens  of  departments  and  offices — from  the  City  Attorney's  Office 
to  the  Farmers'  Market — will  actually  operate  on  less  money  next  year 
than  this  year. 

Many  others  will  operate  on  exactly  the  same  amount  of  money 
and  with  the  same  amount  of  manpower,  despite  increases  in  their 
workloads. 
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Let  me  cite  a  few  examples: 

The  Human  Rights  Commission — a  commission  I  recommended 
and  believe  in — wanted  $68,000  more  to  do  its  important  work  in  '67- 
'68. 

It  will  have  to  do  without  that  $68,000. 

Not  only  that,  it  will  have  to  do  with  $33,000  less  than  it  has  had 
this  year. 

The  Electricity  Department  wanted  $89,000  more. 

That  is  out. 

And  so,  too,  is  $31,000  more  than  it  is  accustomed  to  having. 

City  Planning  requested  $25,000  more  for  the  coming  fiscal  year. 

That  has  been  eliminated.  So  has  an  additional  $62,000. 

In  some  cases,  departments — large  and  small — are  going  to  have 
to  do  with  fewer  employees. 

For  example.  Engineering  in  the  Public  Works  Department  will 
have  to  get  by  with  287  people,  instead  of  the  301  it  has  now.  The 
Parking  Authority  will  have  to  get  along  with  3  people,  instead  of  the 
requested  4.  And  so  on. 

In  trimming  the  budget  this  year,  I  have  gone  over  it  again  and 
again — line  by  line. 

And  I  have  asked  each  department  head  to  justify  each  and  every 
item — personally. 

The  result  is  that  I  think  you  will  find  almost  every  increase  to  be 
essential. 

For  example,  to  take  some  of  the  larger  ones: 

The  De  Young  Museum  budget  will  be  up  $270,000,  but  it  has  to 
be  in  order  to  keep  the  magnificent  Brundage  collection  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

The  Assessor  feels  he  needs  41  new  people  and  $640,000  more 
because  of  the  drastic  changes  resulting  from  the  new  assessment  law. 

And  he  may  be  correct. 

But  I  have  had  to  whittle  that  to  18  new  people  and  $282,000  in- 
stead. 

The  Police  Department  is  down  for  a  $284,700  increase,  and  the 
Fire  Department  will  be  getting  $175,000  more — but,  I  don't  feel  we 
can  compromise  where  the  safety  of  all  of  the  people  is  involved. 

The  matter  of  having  to  hold  two  elections  during  fiscal  '67-'68, 
rather  than  one,  means  a  necessary  $259,901  more  for  the  Registrar. 

Wc  have  a  new  juvenile  hall  facility,  it  was  approved  by  the  voters 
some  time  ago  and  has  just  been  completed  at  Hidden  Valley  Ranch 
in  Lu  Honda.  But  it  will  take  23  people  and  $318,000  to  put  it  into 
operation.   And  so  on. 
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But,  gentlemen,  I  know  you  see  the  point. 

Faced  with  uncertainty  over  what  the  new  assessment  law  will  do 
to  property  taxes,  particularly  in  the  neighborhoods,  I  have  tried  to 
hold  the  line. 

Veteran  city  experts  on  the  budget  tell  me  this  is  one  of  the  tightest 
budgets  they  have  ever  seen. 

Yet  we  are  faced  with  the  job  of  finding  $24  million  more,  for  the 
coming  fiscal  year. 

Forty  percent  of  our  present  budget  comes  directly  from  the  prop- 
erty taxpayer. 

In  other  words,  $162  million. 

I  repeat,  I  don't  think  we  can  ask  the  property  taxpayer  to  bear  the 
brunt  of  this  increase. 

I  again  urge,  as  I  did  in  my  message  of  January  13,  that  we  look 
beyond  the  property  owner  for  new  sources  of  revenue  to  maintain 
the  services  vital  to  this  City  and  County. 

If  this  means  pursuing  what  the  City  Attorney  has  indicated  is  our 
legal  prerogative  to  levy  a  salary  or  payroll  tax  such  as  those  levied 
in  New  York  and  Philadelphia  then  we  must  consider  such  a  course. 

We  must  face  the  fact  now  that  regardless  of  the  findings  of  revenue 
studies  currently  underway  no  new  tax  or  charge  will  be  a  popular 
issue.  We  will  be  damned  by  those  who  must  provide  the  new  revenue 
whatever  the  source.  But,  you  and  I  and  the  general  public  will  be 
doubly  damned  if  we  continue  to  pluck  the  golden  goose  that  is  our 
tax  base — the  property  owner. 

I  have  submitted  with  the  budget  a  more  formal  and  more  complete 
statement  of  what  I  have  attempted  to  do  with  this  our  annual  fiscal 
responsibility.  I  felt  I  could  not  submit  this  document,  however,  with- 
out unburdening  to  you  some  of  the  realities  that  occupied  my  mind 
as  I  worked  on  the  budget.  I  have  done  all  I  can  do. 

You  may  be  able  to  cut  still  further  without  drastically  curtailing 
or  crippling  services  in  San  Francisco. 

If  you  can,  bless  you — and  good  luck.

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BUDGET  STATEMENT  OF  SUPERVISOR  JACK  MORRISON 
ON  BEHALF  OF  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

The  Finance  Committee  presents  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  today 
the  proposed  budget  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  the 
fiscal  year  1967-1968.  The  Committee,  in  view  of  the  time  limitations 
established  by  law,  asks  that  the  Board  adopt  the  proposed  budget  at 
the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  today,  May  15,  after  approval  of  the 
amendments  proposed  by  the  Committee. 

Two  itemized  lists  (1)  budget,  and  (2)  supplemental  budget,  of  Fi- 
nance Committee  recommendations  have  been  furnished  Board  mem- 
bers. They,  together  with  the  two  volumes  of  the  budget,  and  the  sup- 
plemental budget  requests,  constitute  a  comprehensive  budget  report. 

While  the  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  (my  colleagues  are 
Supervisors  Blake,  Boas,  Ertola  and  Francois)  did  not  agree  completely 
on  every  one  of  the  thousands  of  appropriations  requested  by  the  depart- 
ment heads,  they  reviewed  each  item  as  their  individual  consciences  dic- 
tated, in  what  was  deemed  by  each  to  be  the  best  interests  of  the  com- 
munity. Putting  aside  the  relatively  minor  differences  of  opinion  which 
developed,  and  in  order  to  submit  unified  and  on  the  whole  acceptable 
recommendations  to  the  Board,  they  have  agreed  that  their  recommen- 
dations shall  come  to  the  Board  with  unanimity  and  without  recorda- 
tion of  any  of  the  informal  dissents  which  may  have  been  expressed 
in  Committee  sessions.  However,  each  reserves  the  right  of  debate 
should  the  occasion  therefor  arise. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  held  eighteen  separate  meetings  to  con- 
sider the  voluminous  proposed  budget,  many  of  which  have  extended 
into  the  early  morning  hours.  After  exhaustive  scrutiny,  and  with  the 
object  of  curtailing  expenditures  without  impairing  essential  services,  it 
submits  the  recommendations  dealt  with  hereinbelow.

The  foregoing  figures  are  subject  to  certain  adjustments  which  will 
be  computed  by  the  Controller  in  due  course. 

The  precise  amount  of  the  ad  valorem  tax  rate  cannot  be  ascertained 
at  this  time  because  of  revenue  and  other  adjustments  anticipated  prior 
to  September,  when  the  tax  rate  will  be  fixed.  The  expanded  govern- 
mental services  which  our  citizens  expect  and  demand,  and  the  accom- 
panying inflationary  economic  trend,  have  in  recent  years  been  reflected 
in  a  steady  rise  in  the  tax  rate.  Changes  in  assessment  practices,  made 
necessary  by  State  law,  will  have  an  as  yet  undetermined  impact  upon 
the  tax  rate,  but  in  any  event,  our  most  efi'ective  method  of  resisting  the 
inflationary  trend  is  firm  insistence  upon  operational  economies  in  all 
our  departments,  a  course  to  which  your  Finance  Committee  is  dedi- 
cated.

The  absence  of  Supervisorial  control  over  these  items  and  others 
stresses  the  correlative  that  there  is  a  relatively  minor  portion  of  the  total 
budget  over  which  the  Board  may  exert  any  control.  The  Board's  juris- 
diction extends  mainly  to  items  for  contractual  services,  personal  serv- 
ices, equipment,  materials  and  supplies  (none  of  which  they  may  in- 
crease), capital  expenditures,  reconstruction  and  replacement,  and 
maintenance  and  repair. 

Nevertheless,  a  determined  and,  in  some  respect,  innovative  effort  has 
been  made  to  minimize  the  tax  rate,  which  will  be  computed  in  Septem- 
ber following  ascertainment  of  revenue  and  other  adjustments. 
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SPECIFIC  ITEMS: 

Since  a  few  of  the  items  which  appear  in  the  budget  before  you  have 
attracted  more  than  average  public  interest  as  reflected  in  correspon- 
dence, press  reports,  personal  contacts,  and  otherwise,  the  Finance 
Committee  should  like  to  recall  your  attention  to  them  specifically 
and  briefly. 

NEW  EMPLOYMENTS: 

Department  heads  requested  in  the  budget  and  supplemental  budget 
a  total  of  1276  new  employments.  The  Mayor  reduced  that  number  to 
473.   The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  Board  allow  355,

Of  the  new  employments,  40  are  school  crossing  guards  in  the  Police 
Department,  59  in  the  Social  Services  Department  are  not  funded  pend- 
ing further  status  determinations,  and  280  are  in  the  School  District  and 
included  in  budget  statistics  for  informational  purposes  only. 

ART  COMMISSION: 

An  appropriation  item  of  $232,000  which  would  normally  be  carried 
over  from  the  current  fiscal  year  to  the  next  fiscal  year  for  the  specific 
purpose  of  providing  funds  for  redesign  and  enhancement  of  Civic  Cen- 
ter Plaza  has  been  recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee  for  rever- 
sion to  the  General  Fund  and  reduction  of  the  amount  of  ad  valorem 
taxes  to  be  required  when  the  tax  rate  is  fixed  in  September.  At  such 
time  as  a  general  and  acceptable  agreement  has  been  reached  by  all 
concerned  regarding  the  details  of  proposed  redesign,  the  request  for 
implementing  funds  may  be  submitted  through  normal  channels. 

In  the  supplemental  recommendations,  the  item  for  Neighborhood 
Arts  Program  and  Supporting  Services  was  approved  by  the  Mayor  in 
the  amount  of  $35,000.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that 
$26,000  be  approved,  with  the  stipulation  that  if  Publicity  and  Adver- 
tising Funds  are  subsequently  allocated  for  this  purpose,  which  appears 
to  be  a  cultural  one,  a  commensurate  reduction  in  the  $26,000  appro- 
priation from  ad  valorem  tax  revenues  will  be  made. 

CITY  PLANNING  DEPARTMENT: 

It  was  represented  to  the  Finance  Committee  that  the  new  Director  of 
Planning  considers  the  element  of  urban  design  a  singularly  important 
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one  in  his  program.  Therefore,  new  positions  requested  were  approved 
as  follows: 

1  Administrative  Assistant  to  Director  of  Planning 
1  Director's  Assistant  for  Urban  Design 
1  Assistant  City  Planner-Urban  Design  Specialist,  and 
1  Associate  City  Planner-Urban  Design  Specialist. 

However,  the  latter  two  positions  have  not  been  funded  on  the  theory 
that  there  is  a  fairly  high  rate  of  turnover  in  the  professional  planning 
classifications,  and  as  vacancies  occur  in  them,  the  Director  of  Planning 
may  request  through  appropriate  channels  that  two  general  planning 
positions  be  aboHshed  and  the  two  urban  design  specialties  funded,  if  he 
still  considers  his  needs  in  the  latter  area  to  be  more  pressing  than  in 
general  planning  activities. 

CIVIL  SERVICE  COMMISSION: 

New  personnel  authorized  for  this  department  are  related  to  the 
Centralized  Medical  Processing  Center  and  to  the  fact  that  six  positions 
have  existed  in  a  temporary  status  for  the  past  two-  and  one-half  years, 
and  under  civil  service  rules  because  of  their  extended  duration,  should 
be  included  in  the  permanent  salary  appropriation. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT: 

In  order  to  comply  with  the  policy  of  paying  differential  compensation 
to  men  assigned  temporarily  to  higher  promotional  positions,  twenty- 
seven  positions  are  recommended  for  creation  in  the  promotional  ranks, 
with  a  corresponding  abolishment  of  twenty-seven  Firemen  positions. 
In  addition,  six  Firemen  positions  have  been  deleted  since  there  are  ap- 
proximately fifty  unfilled  vacancies  in  this  classification  at  the  present 
time.  In  the  event  that  all  authorized  positions  are  filled  in  the  future, 
the  Department  may  institute,  through  regular  channels,  a  request  for 
reinstatement  and  funding  of  said  six  positions. 

PARKING  AUTHORITY: 

The  Finance  Committee,  culminating  some  years  of  discussion  and 
consideration,  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  duties,  functions  and  operations 
of  the  Parking  Authority  can  be  integrated  with  the  normal  workload 
of  other  departments,  including  the  Real  Estate  Department  which  now 
performs  a  great  deal  of  the  work  generated  by  the  Off-Street  Parking 
Program.  Sufficient  funds  for  the  operation  of  the  Authority  through 
December  31,  1967,  are  recommended,  by  which  date  it  will  have  been 
possible  to  phase  out  the  Authority's  assignments  and  arrange  for  trans- 
fer to  existing  agencies  of  the  City  and  County. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT: 

The  Finance  Committee  has  concurred  in  the  Mayor's  recommenda- 
tion that  forty  School  Crossing  Guards,  part  time,  with  a  compensation 
of  $2.10  per  hour  be  authorized.  The  Commission  declares  that  such 
personnel  will  relieve  the  equivalent  of  fifteen  Policemen  for  assignment 
to  active  police  duties.  Six  Policemen  have  been  deleted  from  the  au- 
thorized complement  of  1324  in  view  of  the  foregoing,  and  in  order  to 
allow  a  greater  assignment  of  men  to  patrol  duty.  There  are  more  than 
twenty  vacancies  in  the  ranks  at  the  present  time,  and  should  the  need 
for  reinstatement  of  those  six  positions  become  evident  at  a  future  date, 
request  therefore  should  be  submitted  to  the  Finance  Committee  through 
regular  channels. 
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SOCIAL  SERVICES  DEPARTMENT: 

Fifty-nine  professional  positions  allowed  by  the  Mayor  have  been 
recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee  for  inclusion  in  the  budget,  but 
the  funds  for  payment  of  salaries  have  been  deleted.  While  the  positions 
are  to  be  created  and  approved,  the  funds  will  be  deleted  subject  to  con- 
sideration for  restoration  upon  submission  by  the  Social  Services  Com- 
mission on  or  before  August  1,  1967,  of  a  report  indicating  which  of 
said  positions  are  intended  to  comply  with  policy  rules  or  directives  of  a 
State  agency,  which  of  said  positions  are  required  by  Federal  or  State 
statutes,  the  cost  of  each  of  such  positions  to  the  City  and  County  and 
the  State,  and  the  Commission's  opinion  as  to  which  of  such  position 
requests  may  be  modified  or  eliminated. 

SHERIFF: 

The  Committee  recommends  allowance  of  twelve  of  the  twenty-four 
new  positions  recommended  by  the  Mayor,  and  the  appropriation  of 
$25,000  with  which  to  plan  major  improvements  at  the  San  Mateo 
County  Jail,  all  in  accordance  with  recommendations  of  the  State  Board 
of  Corrections. 

CONTROLLER: 

All  of  the  positions,  services,  equipment,  materials  and  supplies,  etc., 
related  to  the  Electronic  Data  Processing  Program,  and  up  to  this  time 
located  in  the  accounts  of  various  operating  departments,  are  recom- 
mended for  transfer  to  the  centralized  EDP  complex  under  the  Con- 
troller.   Transferred  funds  in  the  supplemental  budget  total  $1,078,054. 

BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS: 

The  Committee  recommends  deletion  of  three  electric  typewriters, 
air-conditioning  of  the  Chambers  in  the  amount  of  $71,000,  and  two 
new  positions  of  Clerk  Stenographer. 

JUVENILE  COURT,  HIDDEN  VALLEY  RANCH  SCHOOL: 

This  is  a  few  facility  designed  to  accommodate  approximately  100 
boys  in  the  10-15  year  age  group.  Estimated  appropriations  have  been 
approved  on  the  basis  of  comparable  operations  at  the  nearby  Log 
Cabin  Ranch  School.  The  Mayor  recommended  a  total  of  $344,574, 
including  twenty-three  employees.  The  Finance  Committee  recom- 
mends elimination  of  three  positions  inasmuch  as  Log  Cabin  Ranch 
School  has  a  total  of  nineteen  and  it  is  thought  possible  for  one  chef  to 
serve  both  facilities,  thus  numerically  equalizing  the  two  staffs. 

MAYOR: 

A  supplemental  appropriation  has  been  approved  by  the  Mayor  and 
recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee  in  the  amount  of  $350,000 
for  addition  to  a  sum  of  $150,000  from  the  Housing  Authority,  thus 
comprising  a  total  amount  of  $500,000  necessary  to  perform  a  minimal 
program  of  maintenance  and  rehabilitation  of  the  so-called  "inner  core' 
buildings  of  the  Ridge  Point  Temporary  War  Housing  Project  at  Hunt- 
ers Point.  In  the  absence  of  a  change  in  applicable  State  law,  all  tem- 
porary war  housing  in  San  Francisco  is  to  be  demolished  by  the  latter 
part  of  1970,  when  it  is  contemplated  that  the  Redevelopment  Agency 
will  acquire  the  land  for  redevelopment  and  use  for  housing  purposes. 

The  Mayor  has  also  approved,  and  the  Finance  Committee  has  rec- 
ommended, appropriation  of  $81,886,  which  represents  the  City  and 
County's  capital  contribution  toward  the  cost  of  the  local  Community 
Action  Programs.    The  approximate  cost  of  Community  Action  Pro- 
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grams  at  the  time  the  Finance  Committee  considered  the  Mayor's  re- 
quest was  $4,245,206.  The  Economic  Opportunity  Act  of  1964  re- 
quires that  ten  percent  of  the  cost  of  Community  Action  Programs  be 
provided  by  the  local  community.  The  approximate  local  share  re- 
quired is  thus  $424,521,  the  "in  kind"  contributions  from  various  dele- 
gate agencies  total  $342,635,  and  the  City's  cash  contribution  to  com- 
plete the  local  share  is  $81,886.  The  appropriation  of  $81,886.  it  is  to 
be  stipulated,  shall  not  be  released  by  the  Controller  unless  and  until 
additional  approval  of  the  Community  Action  Programs  within  which 
said  appropriation  will  be  extended  is  forthcoming  from  the  Finance 
Committee.  The  Finance  Committee  has  been  apprised  by  the  Eco- 
nomic Opportunity  Council  that  in  all  probability  a  request  for  addi- 
tional City  funds  will  be  forthcoming  in  the  near  future. 

PUBLIC  WORKS: 

The  Finance  Committee  has  recommended  that  the  appropriation 
for  net  permanent  salaries  in  all  bureaus  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  on  a  compensation  reserve  basis,  be  reduced  from  a  total  of 
$1,507,720  (see  budget  page  437)  to  $1,307,720,  which  will  reflect  a 
savings  of  $200,000  to  be  reflected  in  the  tax  rate.  The  Controller 
is  to  make  certain  computations  to  allocate  the  reduced  sum  among 
the  various  bureaus,  and  it  is  his  belief  that  no  diminution  or  elimina- 
tion of  services  will  result  therefrom. 

A  requested  appropriation  of  $240,000  for  provision  of  facilities 
for  patients  who  must  be  moved  out  of  Ward  61  and  Ward  62  of 
Building  60  at  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  has  been  recommended 
for  deletion,  at  least  for  the  time  being.  The  Finance  Committee  is 
informed  that  such  temporary  quarters  were  not  contemplated  by  the 
Health  Center  Bond  Issue  and  that  therefore  this  provision  must  be 
financed  from  ad  valorem  taxes.  The  Committee  is  hopeful  that  some 
other  and  adequate  means  of  transferring  the  patients  temporarily  will 
be  devised  by  the  Public  Health  Department,  without  resort  to  all  or 
most  of  the  tax  monies  requested. 

PUBLICITY  AND  ADVERTISING  FUND: 

The  current  budget  estimates  reflect  an  anticipated  revenue  from 
the  Hotel  Room  Tax  Fund  of  $1,651,045.  The  Finance  Committee 
proposes  to  appropriate  from  that  amount  a  total  of  $1,200,000  to  the 
Publicity  and  Advertising  Fund  with  the  understanding,  concurred  in 
by  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer,  that  $200,000  thereof  will  be  held 
in  reserve  as  part  of  San  Francisco's  contribution  to  the  Republican 
National  Convention  next  year,  if  San  Francisco  is  chosen  as  its  site. 
Thus,  $1,000,000  will  become  available  for  distribution  by  the  Chief 
Administrative  Officer  for  publicity  and  advertising  purposes,  pursuant 
to  the  sole  authority  thereover  which  is  vested  in  him  by  the  Charter. 
It  is  entirely  possible  that  there  will  be  no  reduction  in  the  amount  of 
funds  allocated  to  the  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau,  the  Symphony 
and  the  Opera,  as  compared  with  last  year's  allocations,  leaving  a  sub- 
stantial balance  for  the  City's  participation  in  other  cultural,  artistic, 
publicity  and  advertising  activities.  In  any  event,  it  is  emphasized  that 
the  decision  to  allocate  or  not  to  allocate,  to  any  group,  is  solely  within 
the  province  of  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer,  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  may  not  interfere  therewith.  The  critical  situation  which 
confronts  the  ad  valorem  taxpayer  this  year  demands  all  available 
relief,  certainly  to  the  extent  of  the  three  or  four  cents  in  the  tax  rate 
which  will  be  saved  by  the  appropriation  referred  to  hereinabove. 
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de  YOUNG  MUSEUM: 

An  increase  of  $212,553  in  the  budget  as  compared  with  the  current 
year  has  been  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  is  recommended  substan- 
tially by  the  Finance  Committee.  The  increase  is  occasioned  princi- 
pally by  provision  of  services  and  operating  funds  with  which  to  carry 
out  the  City's  obligations  under  its  contractual  arrangement  for  care 
and  display  of  the  Brundage  Collection  of  Oriental  Art. 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY: 

The  Finance  Committee  has  recommended  that  the  appropriation 
for  library  and  reference  books  be  increased  from  $700,000  to  $716,- 
500,  thus  restoring  almost  one-half  of  the  $34,375  deleted  by  the 
Mayor,  and  raising  the  total  amount  to  $76,500  more  than  the  amount 
to  be  expended  during  the  curent  fiscal  year.  A  supplemental  request 
for  $134,702  with  which  to  equip,  staff  and  operate  the  new  Excelsior 
Branch  Library  has  been  recommended. 

RECREATION  AND  PARK: 

The  Special  Services  to  the  Handicapped  Program  last  year  was 
allocated  $55,000.  In  the  requested  budget,  the  Mayor  submitted  a 
total  of  $68,000.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  reduction  to 
$60,000,  but  also  recommends  the  approval  of  $10,950  for  painting 
and  miscellaneous  repairs  of  the  Handicapped  Center,  which  consti- 
tutes a  total  of  $70,950,  or  $15,950  more  than  last  year's  operational 
appropriation  of  $55,000. 

The  matter  of  completing  improvement  of  Sunnyside  Playground 
with  a  field  house  and  other  improvements  has  been  the  subject  of 
increasing  and  justifiable  pressure  from  the  adjacent  neighborhood. 
The  Mayor  disallowed  a  departmental  request  for  $160,000  for  this 
purpose,  and  in  an  effort  to  expedite  the  project,  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee has  asked  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  submit  a  full 
and  detailed  report  on  its  current  status  and  the  schedule  for  com- 
pletion. 

SPECIAL  GAS  TAX  STREET  IMPROVEMENT  FUND: 

Sixth  Avenue  improvement,  Noriega  to  Lincoln  Way,  $33,000; 
appropriation  recommended,  but  to  be  released  by  the  Controller  only 
following  further  approval  by  the  Finance  Committee  after  justifica- 
tion by  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Elk  Street  widening,  Bosworth  to  Sussex,  $342,900;  same  instruc- 
tions. 

Seventh  Avenue  and  Laguna  Honda  Boulevard  widening,  Lawton 
to  Woodside,  $137,100;  same  instructions. 

Crossover  Drive  in  Golden  Gate  Park,  concrete  curb,  $8,100;  same 
instructions. 

Seventh  Avenue  and  Laguna  Honda  Boulevard  widening,  Lawton 
to  Woodside,  land  purchase,  $100,000;  same  instructions. 

ROAD  FUND: 

Bosworth  and  O'Shaughnessy  widening,  Lyell  to  Uiloa,  $123,500; 
same  instructions; 

Bosworth  and  O'Shaughnessy  widening,  Lyell  to  Ulloa  (1.04  cents 
matching  funds),  $1,100,000;  same  instructions. 
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Crossover  Drive  widening  north  of  Lincoln  Way,  $82,000;  same 
instructions. 

Street  Tree  Planting:  The  Buildings,  Structures  &  Improvements 
items  with  priority  ratings  of  12,  13,  14,  16  and  17  have  been  deleted 
or  reduced,  as  well  as  the  reconstruction  and  replacement  items  which 
appear  on  budget  page  960.  In  lieu  thereof,  additional  street  tree 
planting  and  landscaping  projects  in  various  sections  of  the  City  are 
recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee  for  approval,  total  $280,000. 
The  Committee  also  recommends  approval  of  $12,200  for  tree  planting 
in  and  adjacent  to  properties  of  the  Municipal  Railway.  These  recom- 
mendations will  assure  a  reasonable  and  highly  desirable  continuity 
of  the  street  tree  planting  program  and  merely  defer  other  road  fund 
projects  which  have  been  assigned  relatively  low  priorities. 

WAR  MEMORIAL: 

A  major  item,  part  of  the  continuous  rehabilitation  program,  has 
been  recommended  in  the  total  amount  of  $239,860  for  purchase  and 
installation  of  contour  and  other  curtains,  and  appurtenances,  within 
the  Opera  House. 

MUNICIPAL  RAILWAY: 

A  total  appropriation  for  replacement  and  new  equipment  has  been 
recommended  in  the  amount  of  $113,000,  which  is  the  same  amount 
as  was  appropriated  during  the  current  fiscal  year.  The  Finance  Com- 
mittee desires  it  stipulated  by  the  Board  that  the  ten  2-way  radios 
approved  by  the  Mayor  (20  were  requested  by  the  department),  for 
protection  of  bus  drivers,  be  purchased  within  the  total  amount  allowed 
for  equipment.  The  balance  of  the  2-way  radios  requested,  numbering 
ten,  may  be  the  subject  of  a  supplemental  appropriation  request  during 
the  current  fiscal  year  if  recommended  by  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission and  the  Mayor. 

WATER  DEPARTMENT: 

Under  Reconstruction  and  Replacement,  various  items  have  been 
deleted  or  reduced  in  amount,  so  that  the  revenue  surplus,  if  any,  in 
the  accounts  of  the  Water  Department,  may  be  reviewed  and  reported 
to  the  Finance  Committee  by  the  Controller  prior  to  August  1,  1967, 
so  that  any  related  revenue  adjustments  which  may  be  decided  upon 
as  a  result  thereof  can  be  incorporated  in  the  tax  levy  to  be  enacted 
on  or  about  September  15,  1967. 

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT: 

A  new  item  for  rentals  of  office  space  in  the  amount  of  $135,000 
has  been  approved,  but  the  funds  are  not  to  be  released  by  the  Con- 
troller unless  and  until  further  justification  is  presented  to,  and  has 
been  approved  by,  the  Finance  Committee. 

CHIEF  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICER: 

The  supplemental  budget  contains  an  item  of  $100,000  for  Cen- 
tralized Housing  and  Business  Relocation  Service.  This  is  for  assistance 
of  San  Franciscans  whose  homes  and  businesses  are  disrupted  as  a 
result  of  governmental  action  in  requisitioning  their  real  property  in- 
terests, and  is  an  integral  and  essential  part  of  the  workable  program 
upon  which  grants  of  Federal  funds  are  dependent.  The  Finance 
Committee  recommends  approval. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS: 

Bureau  of  Building  Inspection:  All  of  the  positions  and  related 
appropriations  relative  to  the  inspectional  services  which  a  recent 
Charter  amendment  required  be  transferred  from  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  to  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  are  being  shifted 
to  the  latter  by  a  supplemental  budget  request,  which  the  Finance 
Committee  is  recommending  for  approval. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH: 

Venereal  Disease  Control  Bureau:  A  supplemental  budget  request 
for  rental  in  the  amount  of  $69,050  has  been  submitted  to  the  Board 
with  the  Mayor's  approval  but  is  recommended  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee for  deletion  at  this  time.  The  Venereal  Disease  Control  Bureau 
will  have  to  relocate  its  quarters  because  the  present  location  at  33 
Hunt  Street  is  to  be  acquired  by  the  Redevelopment  Agency  as  part 
of  the  south  of  Market  Redevelopment  Project.  However,  the  Finance 
Committee  feels  that  the  proposed  move  to  a  north  of  Market  location 
is  not  necessarily  economical  or  better  designed  to  serve  the  clinic's 
patients.  Present  rental  is  far  lower  than  the  proposed  $69,050.  and 
it  would  appear  probable  that  another  site  in  the  general  vicinity  of 
the  present  clinic  can  be  obtained  for  a  much  lower  rental.  Also 
recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee  for  deletion  in  this  respect 
is  an  item  in  the  Capital  Improvement  Section  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  budget,  under  the  Bureau  of  Building  Repair,  in  the 
amount  of  $6,650,  with  which  it  was  contemplated  that  the  new,  high- 
rental  quarters  north  of  Market  would  be  remodeled  in  order  to  make 
them  adaptable  for  the  clinic's  use. 

TRAVEL  EXPENSE: 

A  large  number  of  departmental  requests  for  increased  appropria- 
tions for  intra-State  and  out-of-State  travel  were  scrutinized,  and  most 
were  cut  back  to  levels  of  previous  years.  Additionally,  the  Finance 
Committee  has  laid  down  the  condition  that  no  more  than  two  persons 
from  any  department  shall  attend  a  convention,  conference,  etc..  unless 
prior  approval  for  a  greater  number  is  obtained  from  the  Committee. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS: 

The  Finance  Committee,  on  the  basis  of  data  furnished  by  the  Con- 
troller's Office,  recommends  continuation  of  the  same  charges  levied 
during  the  current  year  for  accommodations,  services,  and  facilities 
furnished  to  employees  in  the  various  departments.  Additionally,  a 
one  cent  per  mile  increase  in  mileage  allowances  for  employees  is 
recommended.  Also  recommended  is  a  provision  to  permit  the  Con- 
troller to  disburse  terminal  vacation  allowances  from  available  funds, 
thus  obviating  enactment  of  supplemental  appropriation  ordinances 
for  replacement  personnel. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS: 

The  Finance  Committee  commends  and  thanks  Controller  Nathan 
B.  Cooper  and  his  budget  assistant,  David  Fong,  for  their  valued 
assistance. 

BOARD  ACTION: 

In  order  that  all  the  members  of  the  Board  may  have  an  opportunity 
to  consider  in  complete  detail  the  Committee's  recommended  changes 
in   relation   to   the   entire   budget,   the   Committee   has  completed   its 
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review  of  the  budget  as  much  before  adoption  as  was  possible  in  view 
of  the  numerous  meetings  required.  The  Charter  provides  that  the 
Board  shall  adopt  the  budget  not  earlier  than  May  15.  The  Budgetary 
Procedure  Ordinance  declares  that  the  budget  may  not  be  adopted 
later  than  May  21.  Because  of  deadlines  which  must  be  met  for  the 
preparation  and  printing  of  the  Annual  Appropriation  Ordinance  and 
the  Annual  Salary  Ordinance,  action  by  the  Mayor,  etc.,  the  budget 
must  be  adopted  this  year  on  Monday,  May  15. 

At  the  regular  Board  meeting  of  May  15,  I  will  move  that  the 
budget,  as  amended  by  the  Board,  be  adopted. 

Motion  to  Adopt. 

On  behalf  of  the  Finance  Committee,  Supervisor  Morrison  moved 
that  the  annual  budget,  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor,  be  amended  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  as  set  forth 
in  the  two  lists  (one  for  budget  items  and  one  for  supplemental  budget 
items)  presented  to  the  Board.

Mr.  Kane  explained  that  the  City  took  jurisdiction  from  the  Fed- 
eral Government  of  temporary  war  housing  which  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment was  abandoning  because  the  City  did  not  have  sufficient  hous- 
ing units.  At  that  time  there  was  no  limitation  on  income  of  tenants 
and  the  City  has  no  legal  right  now  to  inquire  as  to  income.  These 
buildings  are  in  deplorable  condition  and  must  be  maintained  in  some 
degree  of  decency.  Because  of  the  condition  of  the  buildings,  it  would 
not  be  feasible  to  raise  rents  to  the  extent  necessary  to  pay  for  the 
proposed  rehabihtation.  Mr.  Kane  added  that  there  is  not  at  the  pres- 
ent time  a  sufficient  supply  of  housing  in  the  private  sector  for  these 
people.  The  Authority  is  moving  as  speedily  as  possible  to  construct 
additional  low-rent  housing.

In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  Blake,  Deputy  City  Attorney 
Jerome  Cohen  stated  that  the  improvement  could  be  financed  in  either 
of  two  ways:  by  the  nonprofit  corporation's  selling  its  bonds  or  by 
the  City  issuing  general  obligation  bonds.  Under  the  present  proposal 
the  City  and  County  will  lease  the  stadium  and  pay  an  annual  rental 
sufficient  to  pay  off  the  principal  and  interest  on  the  corporation's 
bonds. 

Controller  Nathan  Cooper  advised  that  in  his  opinion  the  interest 
the  City  and  County  would  pay  on  revenue  bonds  issued  by  the  cor- 
poration would  not  be  significantly  less  than  San  Francisco  Stadium, 
Inc.,  will  be  paying  on  revenue  bonds  issued  by  that  corporation  with 
a  lease  guaranteeing  payment. 

Supervisor  Beeman  stated  that  the  confusion  over  the  question  of 
financing  had  been  one  of  the  reasons  he  had  voted  against  the  pro- 
posal in  Committee.  He  said  he  would  vote  for  the  resolution  today 
but  if,  at  the  time  the  details  are  presented  to  the  Board,  all  questions 
are  not  answered  to  his  satisfaction,  he  would  not  vote  to  approve  the 
plan. 

Supervisor  Morrison  stated  that  while  he  agreed  the  City  must  have 
a  sport  center,  he  felt  there  were  so  many  unanswered  questions  with 
respect  to  the  present  proposal  that  it  appears  inadvisable  to  proceed 
at  this  time  with  a  project  which  will  add  at  least  $800,000  a  year  to 
the  budget.  He  said  that  thorough  studies  should  be  made  by  City 
departments  as  to  traffic  problems  which  will  be  generated  by  increased 
attendance,  need  for  additional  parking  space,  probable  wind  condi- 
tions in  the  stadium  after  rehabilitation  and  enlargement.

Utilities  Commission  for  abandonment  and  discontinuance  of  service 
on  portions  of  Municipal  Railway  Motor  Coach  Lines  No.  71  and  72. 

File  No.  264-67. 

Mr.  Vernon  W.  Anderson,  General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Rail- 
way, testified  that  due  to  the  increased  traffic  on  Haight  Street  between 
Stanyan  Street  and  Masonic  Avenue,  the  Municipal  Railway  was  re- 
questing the  rerouting  of  the  No.  71  and  72  lines  one  block  over  to 
Waller  Street  to  bypass  the  severe  traffic  delays  being  experienced. 

Mr.  Thomas  P.  White,  Public  Utilities  Commissioner,  stated  that 
through  personal  observance  and  conversations  with  the  bus  operators, 
he  found  that  the  public  would  not  be  greatly  inconvenienced  by  the 
rerouting  to  avoid  the  traffic  delays  but  would  be  better  served. 

Mr.  S.  M.  Tatarian,  Director  of  Public  Works,  stated  that  studies 
were  being  made  to  consider  both  the  possibility  of  making  Haight 
Street  a  one-way  street  and  removing  parking  from  one  side  of  the 
street  in  order  to  relieve  the  traffic  congestion. 
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Miss  Marguerite  Warren,  Chairman,  Transportation  Committee  of 
the  Sunset  Improvement  Club,  stated  that  residents  of  the  Sunset  Dis- 
trict who  must  necessarily  use  the  No.  71  and  72  lines  were  the  ones 
who  were  being  greatly  inconvenienced  by  the  traffic  tieups  on  Haight 
Street. 

Mr.  Matthew  Boxer,  San  Francisco  Council  of  District  Merchants 
Associations,  stated  that  the  rerouting  of  bus  lines  off  of  Haight  Street 
would  be  a  great  disservice  to  the  merchants  who  are  vitally  involved, 
and  urged  a  further  study  before  discontinuance  of  the  transit  service. 

Mrs.  Leland  Guth,  Secretary  of  the  Haight-Ashbury  Merchants  As- 
sociation, concurred  in  the  statement  of  Mr.  Boxer. 

Supervisor  Beeman  urged  against  voting  for  this  proposal  since  it 
was  based  upon  a  temporary  situation,  and  further  urged  that  the  Dept. 
of  Public  Works  be  given  an  opportunity  to  make  further  traffic  studies. 

Supervisor  Morrison  stated  that  it  was  his  opinion  that  to  abandon 
this  line  and  to  not  restrict  private  transportation  was  unwise  traffic 
engineering,  and  asked  for  a  thorough  study  before  this  proposal  was 
voted  upon. 

Supervisor  Francois  urged  an  "aye"  vote  in  order  to  relieve  the  pres- 
ent traffic  situation  and  improve  the  bus  service  to  the  public,  rather 
than  harm  the  Haight  Street  merchants  by  prohibiting  parking.

Supervisor  Beeman  said  that  he  would  not  prejudge  the  study  but 
that  the  California  Youth  Authority  has  stated  that  it  was  not  com- 
petent to  make  a  complete  study  of  the  administration  of  the  Juvenile 
Hall  and  Court  system  or  to  recommend  any  changes  in  State  legis- 
lation. 

Supervisor  Francois  remarked  that  since  the  recommendation  for 
the  study  by  the  National  Council  on  Crime  and  Delinquency  came 
from  the  Juvenile  Justice  Commission  itself,  he  felt  we  should  accept 
this. 

Supervisor  O'Shea  explained  that  he  felt  the  study  should  first  be 
made  by  the  California  Youth  Authority,  and  after  that,  if  there  is 
shown  a  need,  a  further  study  could  be  made  by  the  NCCD.

would  be  made  on  the  ratio  question  as  to  all  agreeing  taxpayers. 

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Ertola,  moved 
that  the  Board  adopt  the  following  rules  for  conduct  of  hearings  of 
the  County  Board  of  Equahzation  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, to  be  in  effect  during  the  period  February  27,  1967,  through 
April  30,  1967,  as  supplements  to  the  County  Board  rules  effective 
as  of  July  1,  1966,  and  shall  augment  and  supersede  such  rules  only 
to  the  extent  reasonably  necessary  to  accomplish  the  purpose  of  facili- 
tating hearings  as  set  forth  in  the  rules  below:

Commencing  March  20,  1967,  as  part  of  the  hearing  by 
the  County  Board  of  Equalization  on  the  first  protesting  taxpayer's 
petition  for  equalization,  a  ratio  presentation  shall  be  made  to  the 
County  Board  of  Equalization  by  the  protesting  taxpayers  and  all  those 
acting  on  their  behalf  pursuant  to  the  County  Board  of  Equalization 
Rules  and  Applicable  Law.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
the  Assessor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  Director 
of  Property,  and  all  those  otherwise  entitled  to  present  evidence  may 
also  make  their  presentations  during  said  hearing  as  provided  in  the 
County  Board  of  Equalization  Rules  and  Applicable  Law.  At  said 
hearing  evidence  shall  be  introduced  solely  on  the  question  of  what  was 
the  true,  correct,  proper  and  average  ratio  applied  to  the  full  cash 
value  of  property  of  all  types  and  descriptions  taken  as  a  whole  and 
in  subcategories  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  the  tax 
years  1964-65,  1965-66,  1966-67,  and  what  assessment  ratio  should 
be  applied  to  the  full  cash  value  of  property  subject  to  deficiency  as- 
sessments; said  question  is  hereinafter  called  the  "ratio  question." 

RULE  22.  All  affidavits  to  be  used  in  the  ratio  hearing  shall  be 
served  as  follows: 

a)  On  or  before  March  10,  1967,  a  copy  of  each  affidavit 
not  presented  by  the  Assessor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San

The  Clerk  read  a  communication  from  Stephen  H.  Slabach,  Attorney 
for  Applicant  No.  106,  Eng-SkelJ  Company,  dated  March  27,  1967, 
transmitting  original  of  court  reporter's  record  of  proceedings  March 
24,  1967,  when  Assessor  Tinney  refused  to  give  his  deposition,  and 
requesting  that  the  Board  direct  the  City  Attorney  to  cooperate  with 
counsel  for  the  taxpayers  in  taking  appropriate  action  to  accomplish 
the  taking  of  depositions  and  that  the  common  ratio  hearing  currently 
set  for  April  3,  1967,  be  postponed. 

Deputy  City  Attorney  Stark  advised  that  before  the  request  for  con- 
tinuance is  discussed,  some  evidence  should  be  presented  so  that  the 
hearing  is  begun.  With  respect  to  request  that  the  Board  direct  the 
City  Attorney  to  cooperate,  the  City  Attorney  would  be  only  too  happy 
to  cooperate  in  getting  this  matter  before  the  Superior  Court.

"Due  to  the  number  of  equalization  applications  before  the  Board 
today,  it  is  necessary  that  the  Board,  petitioners  or  their  representa- 
tives, and  all  other  participants  in  the  hearings  adhere  strictly  to  pro- 
cedural rules  which  will  facilitate  a  speedy  and  orderly  disposition  of 
the  applications. 

"Accordingly,  as  the  presiding  officer,  I  wish  to  announce  some 
ground  rules  which  I  believe  will  expedite  the  business  of  the  Board. 

"The  rules  of  the  County  Board  of  Equalization  effective  during  the 
current  fiscal  year  will  be  applicable,  but  the  City  Attorney  has  advised 
us  categorically  that  equalization  hearings  on  escape  assessments  im- 
posed pursuant  to  the  court  mandate  in  the  Knoff  case  are  not  ordi- 
nary equalization  proceedings,  and  therefore  I  will  make  clear  here 
and  now  to  all  applicants  and  their  representatives  the  scope  to  which 
this  hearing  will  be  confined. 

"The  City  Attorney  has  informed  us  in  his  letter  opinion  No.  67-18- 
A  dated  April  10,  1967,  among  other  things,  that: 

(1)  At  this  juncture,  the  Knoff  mandate  and  order  are  binding 
and  must  be  obeyed  by  the  County  Board  of  Equalization. 

(2)  Neither  ratio  nor  cost  is  an  open  question,  and  it  is  empha- 
sized for  the  information  of  each  applicant  that  no  evidence 
will  be  received  on  either  question.

(4)  The  County  Board  of  Equalization  cannot  inquire  into  or 
take  testimony  concerning  the  evidence  and  propriety  of 
various  ratios,  including  average  ratios. 

(5)  Any  taxpayer  who  contends  the  Assessor  has  made  a 
clerical  error,  or  who  contends  that  the  taxpayer  has  sup- 
plied the  Assessor  with  erroneous  information,  resulting 
in  an  excessive  assessment  justifying  a  refund,  may  claim 
a  refund  pursuant  to  Revenue  and  Taxation  Code,  Section 
5096  and  following  sections. 

(6)  As  to  each  contested  application,  there  will  be  no  equaliza- 
tion hearing  in  the  ordinary  sense.  The  taxpayer's  equali- 
zation application  shall  be  deemed  his  offer  of  proof,  and 
no  other  offer  of  proof  will  be  entertained.  The  Board  will 
proceed  to  make  a  blanket  denial  of  all  contested  applica- 
tions, and  following  the  reading  of  this  memorandum  at 
the  Board  meeting,  I  will  entertain  a  motion  that  all  pend- 
ing contested  applications  for  equalization  of  assessments 
arising  out  of  the  Knoff  case  be  denied. 

(7)  Following  adoption  of  the  motion  last  referred  to,  the 
Board  will  proceed  to  call  in  numerical  sequence  those 
applications  as  to  which  settlements  have  been  negotiated 
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pursuant  to  a  formula  worked  out  by  the  Assessor  and  the 
City  Attorney.  Each  settlement  is  effected  subject  to  Board 
approval  by  motion.  The  Board's  approval  is  to  be  viewed 
as  a  stipulated  equalization  order  or  an  approval  of  a  com- 
promise of  litigation,  or  both. 

(8)  Following  adoption  of  the  immediately  preceding  motions 
approving  settlements,  I  understand  there  are  a  very  few 
applications  pending  before  the  Board  involving  applicants 
not  subject  to  the  mandate  in  the  Knoff  case.  With  respect 
to  those  applications,  they  will  be  called  individually,  and 
the  Board  will  dispose  of  them  in  accordance  with  its  pro- 
cedure applicable  to  ordinary  equalization  hearings."

ORDER  APPROVING  KNOFF  ESCAPE  AND/ OR 
PENALTY  TAX  BILL  COMPROMISES 

In  the  above  cause  the  compromises  of  escape  and/ or  penalty  tax 
bills,  based  on  escape  and/ or  penal  assessments  made  pursuant  to  the 
investigation  and  procedures  ordered  by  the  Knoff  judgment  and  man- 
date, shown  on  the  following  list,  are  hereby  approved,  and  the  City 
and  County,  and  its  officers,  boards,  city  attorney  and  deputy  city 
attorney  are  hereby  authorized  in  their  own  discretion  to  c.Tccl  sr.id 
compromises,  and  to  execute  releases  to  the  taxpayers  on  receipt  of

It  is  expressly  understood  that  each  taxpayer  compro- 
mising its  escape  and/or  penal  tax  bills,  in  consideration  of  and  as 
part  of  the  compromise,  foregoes  and  abandons  and  releases  any  and 
ail  right  to  litigate  or  otherwise  contest  with  the  City  and  County,  its 
officers  and  boards,  the  validity  of  the  escape  and/ or  penal  tax  or 
taxes  which  is  (or  are)  the  subject  of  the  compromise,  and  the  validity 
of  the  escape  and/ or  penal  assessments  on  which  said  tax  or  taxes  is 
(are)  based. 

In  the  following  list,  the  designation  CC  ("Contested  Case"),  where 
same  appears  in  the  column  headed  "Compromise  Amount,"  means 
that  the  taxpayer  named  has  not  made  an  offer  to  compromise  the 
escape  and/ or  penal  tax  bills  and  which  are  based  on  the  escape  and/ 
or  penal  assessments  made  pursuant  to  the  investigation  and  proce- 
dures ordered  by  the  Knoff  judgment  and  mandate. 

Compromise  amounts  followed  by  (R)  mean  that  the  taxpayer  has 
paid  his  tax  under  protest  and  that  a  refund  will  be  due  it,  the  amount 
of  which  is  the  difference  between  amount  of  taxes  billed  and  the 
compromise  amount.

We  have 
been  handed  a  six-year,  $800  million  program  for  capital  improve- 
ments. For  the  sake  of  every  San  Francisco  taxpayer,  we  cannot  af- 
ford to  act  hastily. 

"We've  been  told  the  Board  of  Supervisors  must  approve  this  pro- 
gram by  July  15.  But  we  ourselves  set  up  that  date  and  we  can  rescind 
it.  The  July  15  date  was  based  on  the  premise  we  would  receive  the 
report  by  May  15  and  have  60  days  to  review  it — but  it  came  much 
later. 

"Considering  the  magnitude  of  the  projects  involved  we  have  the 
right — in  fact,  the  obligation,  to  take  whatever  time  is  needed  for  a 
full-scale  review. 

"We  cannot  shrug  off  a  report  which  proposes  that  $425  million  in 
bond  issues  be  put  before  the  voters  in  the  next  six  years.  The  amount 
does  not  include  a  prospective  Municipal  Railway  bond  issue  which 
has  been  estimated  at  $50  to  $75  million. 

"And  such  a  program  cannot  help  but  add  to  the  tax  burden.  The 
tax  impact  must  be  carefully  weighed  and  analyzed. 

"We  need  not  fear  extended  study  would  delay  bond  issues  we  found 
to  be  essential.  There  would  still  be  plenty  of  time  to  place  them  on  the 
ballot. 

"And  they  tell  us  that  if  we  approve  the  program  today  we  can 
amend  it  later.  Let's  not  expect  the  amendment  procedure  to  correct 
mistakes  that  came  from  insufficient  study  the  first  time  around. 

"I  am  not  opposing  the  program  outlined:  I  maintain  none  of  us 
has  enough  information  to  be  for  or  against  it  at  this  time. 

"We  owe  it  to  the  people  of  San  Francisco  to  get  this  information 
before  we  act." 

Supervisor  Morrison  urged  defeat  of  the  motion  to  refer  to  Com- 
mittee. He  stated  that  the  Committee  had  been  told  that  the  Board's 
budget  action  this  year  was  comprehended  in  the  Capital  Improve- 
ment Program.  This  program  would  provide  for  orderly  scheduling  of 
capital  improvement  projects  and  will  be  an  aid  to  sound  budgeting. 
This  year's  tax  rate  is  not  in  any  way  affected  by  adoption  of  this  pro- 
gram; therefore  the  present  tax  crisis  is  not  relevant. 

Supervisor  Beeman  stated  that  his  reason  for  supporting  the  motion 
is  not  that  he  is  opposed  to  a  Capital  Improvement  Program  but  is 
simply  that  he  did  not  have  adequate  time  to  study  the  program  and. 
in  effect,  give  endorsement  to  the  steps  and  procedures  outlined 
therein. 

Supervisor  Beeman,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Ertola,  moved  as  an 
amendment  to  the  pending  motion,  that  the  matter  be  referred  to 
Committee  with  instructions  to  report  back  to  the  Board  in  four  weeks. 

Supervisor  Blake  stated  he  would  support  the  motion.  He  said  he 
had  been  prepared  to  vote  against  the  measure  since  he  feels  the  peo- 
ple of  San  Francisco  cannot  afford  this  program.  The  Board  must 
adopt  a  new  approach  to  the  problem. 
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Supervisor  Tamaras  stated  that  he  would  support  the  Committee 
recommendation  for  adoption.  He  said  that,  while  he  appreciates  the 
interest  of  his  colleagues  in  the  tax  situation,  he  is  aware  that  adoption 
of  the  program  will  have  no  effect  on  the  tax  rate,  but  is  merely  an 
orderly  method  of  proceeding  with  needed  improvements.

In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  Blake,  Controller  Nathan 
Cooper  advised  that  on  the  basis  of  the  Mayor's  declaration,  he  certi- 
fied funds  to  be  available  from  the  Emergency  Reserve  Fund.  On  the 
basis  of  the  determination  by  the  Board  will  depend  whether  or  not 
the  Controller  will  pay  out  any  of  those  funds. 

Supervisor  McCarthy  stated  that  in  his  opinion  San  Francisco  should 
be  making  very  serious  efforts  to  minimize  employment  problems  and 
that  such  action  should  go  well  beyond  the  question  of  employment 
of  persons  for  three  months.  Supervisor  McCarthy  stated  that  he  did 
not  believe  this  appropriation  will  achieve  that  objective;  therefore 
he  would  not  support  it. 

Supervisor  Beeman  urged  an  "aye"  vote.  He  stated  that  the  com- 
mitment of  the  Economic  Opportunity  Council  to  make  employment 
available  to  these  young  people  was  not  fulfilled.  They  have  a  right 
to  be  concerned  and  the  fact  that  they  looked  to  the  City  rather  than 
to  Washington  to  solve  this  problem  is  an  indication  that  the  City  has 
a  responsibility  which  it  shares  with  all  levels  of  government. 

Supervisor  Morrison  recommended  an  "aye"  vote.  He  recalled  that 
the  Board  has  on  several  occasions,  without  any  public  hearing,  asked 
for  great  amounts  of  Federal  money  to  employ  young  people  during 
the  summer.  In  view  of  that  fact  he  did  not  feel  it  would  be  improper 
to  enact  this  legislation  immediately.  The  Mayor  has  made  a  judgment 
that  an  emergency  exists  and  the  Board  should  support  him.  This  is 
not  to  deprecate  the  Board's  responsibility  for  long-term  planning. 

Supervisor  Francois  urged  an  "aye"  vote.  He  stated  that  he  was 
sure  that  members  of  the  Board  were  concerned  that  enactment  of 
the  subject  legislation  might  be  construed  as  confirmation  in  the  minds 
of  those  who  created  the  disturbances  that  this  is  the  only  way  to  get 
things  done.  However,  the  existing  serious  problem  of  unemployment 
contributes  to  a  build-up  of  hostility.    If  the  Board  is  going  to  support 
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the  Mayor  in  his  determination  that  the  City  should  respond,  it  should 
act  now.  There  is  not  sufficient  time  to  go  through  lengthy  committee 
hearings  on  the  question. 

Refused  Adoption. 

Motion  to  Refer  to  Committee. 

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Ertola,  moved 
that  the  legislation  be  referred  to  Committee. 

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  called  the  Board's  attention  to  the  fact 
that  she  had  served  on  the  Economic  Opportunity  Council.  During 
that  time  funds  frequently  were  used  for  employment  of  personnel 
and  payment  of  salaries  rather  than  for  programs  for  which  the  funds 
were  intended.  Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  stated  that  until  she  is 
convinced  that  the  funds  will  be  used  for  the  purpose  intended,  she 
cannot  support  the  legislation. 

Supervisor  Blake  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  need  for  in- 
creased employment  in  San  Francisco  is  not  new.

Nathan  Cooper  advised  that  the  revenue  these  tax  measures  are  antici- 
pated to  produce  is  such  that  he  could  not  consider  them  as  good  and 
sound  receivables  in  submitting  the  tax  rate  to  the  Board  for  enactment 
not  later  than  September  15.  Also,  it  is  very  likely  that  no  matter 
which  revenue  measure  the  Board  adopts,  it  would  be  subject  to  liti- 
gation. On  that  basis,  alone,  the  Controller  would  not  be  able  to 
include  an  estimate  of  revenue  therefrom  in  any  proposal  he  might 
submit  to  the  Board  for  the  levying  of  taxes. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  McCarthy,  Deputy  Citv 
Attorney  Bernard  Ward  advised  that  litigation  might  take  anywhere 
from  three  to  eighteen  months,  with  all  parties  cooperating. 

Supervisor  McCarthy  asked  Mr.  Ward  and  the  State  Legislative  Rep- 
resentative to  renort  to  the  Board  next  Monday  as  to  whether  or  not 
there  is  a  possibility  of  reviving  proposed  legislation  in  the  State  Legis- 
lature to  permit  charter  cities  to  enact  a  payroll  tax.  After  further 
discussion.  Supervisor  McCarthy  asked  Mr.  Ward — if  the  Board  has 
already  taken  a  position  favoring  State  legislation  which  would  permit 
imposition  of  a  payroll  tax — to  re-emphasize  the  City's  position  and 
try  to  revive  the  bill  either  in  the  Senate  or  Assembly.    Mr.  Ward 
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stated  that  he  would  relay  Supervisor  McCarthy's  request  to  the  State 
Legislative  Representative. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  McCarthy,  Controller 
Cooper  stated  that  if  litigation  were  brought  against  a  tax  measure 
enacted  by  the  Board,  any  revenue  deriving  from  such  measure  would 
be  deposited,  pending  litigation,  into  the  unappropriated  or  surplus 
fund  to  reduce  taxes  for  subsequent  years;  unless  the  Board  appropri- 
ated that  money  during  the  current  fiscal  year. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  Blake,  Controller  Cooper 
advised  that  the  courts  have  held  that  once  a  budget  is  adopted,  it  is 
beyond  the  power  of  the  Board  to  change  the  budget.  Moneys  have 
been  appropriated  and  must  be  raised  from  some  source.

Edward  I.  Murphy,  Project  Manager,  Transit  Task  Force,  advised 
that  the  plans  as  presented  today  will  be  submitted  to  various  City 
officials  and  civic  groups  for  their  review  and  comment.  In  September 
or  October,  the  recommended  plan  will  be  presented  to  the  Board  for 
approval.  Mr.  Murphy  then  introduced  John  Carl  Warnecke,  who 
reviewed  the  work  that  has  been  done  and  the  procedures  yet  to  come 
before  presentation  of  the  final  recommendation.  Mario  Ciampi  and 
Michael  Painter  then  showed  diagrams  and  discussed  the  plans  in  some 
detail.

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funds  will  be  expended  until  some  tax  relief  is  afforded  the  people  of 
San  Francisco.  Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  recalled  her  service  with 
the  Economic  Opportunity  Council  and  the  fact  that  the  summer  job 
program  had  been  curtailed  because  promised  Federal  funds  had  not 
been  forthcoming.  By  treating  this  appropriation  as  an  advance  on 
funds  to  be  reimbursed  by  the  Federal  Government,  the  Board  will 
have  fulfilled  its  promise  to  both  the  taxpayers  and  the  young  people 
who  want  to  work. 

Supervisor  Francois  urged  an  "aye"  vote.  He  said  that  even  if  the 
City  is  not  reimbursed  by  the  Federal  Government,  the  money  would 
be  well  spent.  Local  taxpayers  have  the  responsibility  of  coming  to 
grips  with  this  problem.  If  the  implication  to  be  gathered  from  the 
proposed  amendment  is  that  the  entire  responsibihty  rests  with  the 
Federal  Government,  the  Board  would  be  misleading  its  citizens. 
Supervisor  Francois  said  that  although  he  did  not  mean  to  suggest 
that  San  Francisco  receives  a  fair  return  on  the  Federal  taxes  paid 
by  its  citizens,  in  the  meantime,  local  government  must  recognize  its 
responsibilities  and  act  freely  and  without  coercion. 

Supervisor  McCarthy  said  that,  although  he  believes  summer  em- 
ployment for  high  school  youths  is  important,  the  general  problem  of 
unemployment  is  a  far  greater  problem.  Because  there  are  indications 
that  this  larger  problem  is  being  recognized,  he  would  vote  in  favor 
of  the  subject  proposal  with  the  hope  that  such  recognition  will  spur 
a  far  more  thorough  attack  on  the  problem  of  unemployment  gener- 
ally. 

Supervisor  Beeman  said  that  the  Board  is  being  asked  by  this  pro- 
posal to  do  justice  to  a  group  of  young  people  to  whom  a  promise 
was  made.  This  is  the  time  to  respond  affirmatively  and  support  the 
measure. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  said  that  while  he  would  vote  in  favor  of  the 
proposal,  he  did  not  approve  of  the  method  used  in  presenting  the 
request  for  these  funds.  He  will  vote  in  favor  in  order  that  promises 
of  summer  employment  will  be  fulfilled.

In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  Morrison,  Controller  Na- 
than Cooper  stated  that,  in  light  of  the  discussion  today,  he  believed 
he  had  erred  in  his  letter  to  the  Finance  Committee  wherein  he  re- 
ferred to  "utility  surplus  as  at  June  3,  1967"  and  that  is  should  have 
read  "unappropriated  balance."

Passage  for  Second  Reading  As  Amended.  (See  infra.) 

There  being  no  objection,  on  motion  of  Supervisor  Blake,  the  fol- 
lowing from  Finance  Committee  with  recommendation  "Do  pass  after 
amendment."  was  taken  up  out  of  order: 

Amending  Sections  502  and  515  of  Part  III  of  the  Municipal  Code,  to 
provide  for  increase  in  rate  of  tax  on  transient  occupancy  of  hotel 
rooms  from  3%  to  5%  of  rent,  and  for  allocation  of  ((20%  of  total)) 
revenues  therefrom  for  purpose  of  a  sports  arena-convention  center; 
effective  October  1,  1967. 

File  No.  101-67-3,  Ordinance  No. 

(Proposed  amendment  is  as  follows: 

"Amend  Section  515,  subdivision  4,  to  provide  that  the  amount 
appropriated  for  publicity  and  advertising  purposes  shall  not  ex- 
ceed 60%  of  the  total  amount  of  the  moneys  collected  and  de- 
posited in  the  Hotel  Room  Tax  Fund.") 
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Supervisor  Francois,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Beeman,  moved  sus- 
pension of  the  rules  in  order  that  Mr.  Mark  Sullivan,  representing  the 
San  Francisco  Hotel  Association,  be  permitted  to   speak. 

No  objection  and  motion  carried. 

Mr.  Mark  Sullivan,  attorney  for  the  Hotel  Employers  Association  of 
San  Francisco  and  representing  the  hotel  industry,  stated  that  it  was 
his  understanding  that  the  original  proposal  was  to  increase  the  hotel 
room  tax  from  3%  to  4%,  with  the  1%  increase  being  allocated  for 
construction  of  a  sports  arena.  He  said  the  hotel  industry  is  opposed  to 
increasing  the  tax  to  5%  with  the  additional  1%  tax  allocated  to  the 
General  Fund  to  be  used  for  purposes  for  which  it  was  not  originally 
intended. 

Supervisor  Ertola,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Francois,  moved  that 
Mr.  George  Johns,  Secretary  of  the  Labor  Council,  be  permitted  to 
address  the  Board. 

No  objection  and  motion  carried. 

Mr.  George  Johns,  Secretary  of  the  San  Francisco  Labor  Council, 
spoke  in  opposition  to  any  increase  in  the  amount  of  the  hotel  room 
tax. 

Adopted  as  Amended. 
Motion  to  Amend. 

Supervisor  McCarthy  suggested  that  the  Board  consider  using  the 
entire  2%  increase  for  the  General  Fund  for  the  period  October  1, 
1967,  through  June  30,  1968,  and  that  thereafter,  the  entire  2%  in- 
crease be  allocated  for  construction  of  the  sports  arena-convention 
center. 

Supervisor  McCarthy,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Boas,  thereupon 
moved  amendment  of  Section  515,  subparagraph  (3)  as  follows:  At 
the  beginning  of  the  first  sentence,  ADD  "Effective  July  1,  1968,";  at 
the  beginning  of  the  second  sentence,  ADD  "On  and  after  said  date"; 
DELETE  "twenty  percent  (20%)"  and  ADD  "forty  percent  (40%)". 

Supervisor  Ertola  stated  that  he  believed  a  time  limit  should  be 
placed  upon  allocation  of  funds  for  construction  of  the  sports  center. 

Supervisor  McCarthy  stated  he  did  believe  there  should  be  a  time 
limit  for  accumulation  of  funds  for  construction  of  the  sports  center, 
but  he  felt  there  were  two  separate  questions  involved;  enactment  of  the 
subject  legislation  today  and  then  an  immediate  follow-up  with  cor- 
rolary  action  to  determine  a  program  for  construction  of  the  sports 
center.  When  the  Board  has  determined  that  program,  it  can  proceed 
to  establish  a  time  limit  for  allocation  of  funds  thereto. 

Supervisor  Morrison  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Redevelop- 
ment Agency  has  said  that  1%  of  the  anticipated  revenue  will  enable 
the  Agency  to  finance  the  sports  center;  therefore,  there  seems  to  be 
little  point  to  allocating  2%  for  that  purpose.  Supervisor  Morrison 
suggested  that  the  subject  legislation  be  continued  one  week. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  O'Shea,  Deputy  City  Attor- 
ney said  he  believed  the  legislation  could  be  amended  to  incorporate  a 
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time  limit  beyond  which  funds  could  not  be  accumulated  for  construc- 
tion of  the  sports  center. 

Supervisor  Blake,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Ertola,  moved  amendment 
as  follows:  That  funds  be  put  aside  for  five  years  from  date  of  enact- 
ment, after  which  funds  shall  revert  to  the  General  Fund  if  construc- 
tion of  the  sports  center  has  not  been  begun. 

The  foregoing  amendment,  with  the  concurrence  of  Supervisor 
Blake,  was  accepted  by  Supervisor  McCarthy  as  part  of  his  pending 
motion  to  amend. 

Supervisor  Francois  urged  passage  of  the  proposal  as  recommended 
by  the  Finance  Committee.  He  said  he  felt  it  unfair  to  divert  funds  in- 
tended to  assist  the  taxpayers  to  construction  of  a  sports  center. 

Supervisor  Ertola,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Blake,  moved  that  legis- 
lation be  amended  to  provide  only  for  allocation  of  revenue  from  the 
2%  additional  tax  to  the  General  Fund  through  June  30,  1968.  At  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year,  if  actual  plans  for  the  sports  center  are  pre- 
sented, the  Board  could  allocate  funds  for  that  purpose. 

Chief  Administrative  Officer  Thomas  J.  Mellon  advised  against  any 
departure  from  the  original  intent  of  the  hotel  tax,  which  was  to  pro- 
mote and  stimulate  the  tourist  and  convention  business.  He  said  that  he 
believed  at  least  3%  of  the  revenues  derived  from  a  hotel  tax  should 
be  reserved  to  the  intent  of  the  original  enacting  legislation. 

After  further  discussion,  Supervisor  Ertola  withdrew  his  motion  to 
amend. 

Supervisor  McCarthy,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Ertola,  thereupon 
amended  his  original  motion,  as  amended  by  Supervisor  Blake,  to 
amend  Section  515,  subparagraph  (3)  by  adding  thereto  the  following 
language  at  the  end  of  the  last  sentence:  "through  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1971,  unless  such  date  is  further  extended  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors." 

At  this  point,  the  complete  amendment  proposed  by  Supervisor  Mc- 
Carthy of  Section  515,  subparagraph  (3)  read  as  follows:  "(3)  Effective 
July  1,  1968,  appropriating  funds  for  the  acquisition,  construction  or 
completion  of  a  Sports  Arena-Convention  Center  in  the  Verba  Buena 
Redevelopment  Area.  On  and  after  said  date  forty  percent  (40%)  of  the 
total  amount  of  the  moneys  collected  and  deposited  in  the  Hotel  Room 
Tax  Fund  pursuant  to  this  Article  shall  be  specifically  allocated  and  set 
aside  for  this  purpose  through  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1967,  un- 
less such  date  is  further  extended  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Provided, 
however,  that  funds  shall  be  so  allocated  for  a  period  of  five  years 
from  date  of  enactment  of  this  ordinance;  if  construction  of  the  Sports 
Arena-Convention  Center  has  not  begun  within  said  five-year  period, 
such  funds  shall  then  revert  to  the  General  Fund."

Supervisor  Morrison  recalled  that  last  Monday  the  Board  had  con- 
tinued consideration  of  subject  legislation  to  permit  the  City  Attorney 
to  review  applicable  law  and  advise  the  Board  relative  to  creation  of 
and  possible  transfer  to  the  General  Fund  of  surplus  utility  funds. 

Deputy  City  Attorney  James  Stark  read  to  the  Board  from  City  At- 
torney's Letter  Opinion  No.  67-63-A  dated  September  11,  1967,  a  copy 
of  which  is  contained  in  File  No.  201-67-5.  The  City  Attorney's  re- 
sponse to  the  Board's  question  (d)  "May  the  Board  create  such  a  sur- 
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plus,  either  in  its  adoption  of  the  budget  and  enactment  of  the  Annual 
Appropriation  Ordinance,  or  at  another  time  during  the  fiscal  year, 
in  either  case  without  the  prerequisites  of  Commission  recommenda- 
tion and  Mayor's  approval  mandatory?"  The  City  Attorney's  reply  read 
in  part,  "In  my  opinion,  if  the  Board  in  its  consideration  of  the  pro- 
posed budget  pursuant  to  Section  72,  and  proposed  appropriation  ordi- 
nance finds  that  the  budget  estimate,  proposed  budget  and  proposed 
appropriation  ordinance  do  not  set  forth  an  appropriation  from  the 
receipts  of  any  utility  operated  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for 
a  surplus  fund  pursuant  to  Section  127  of  the  Charter,  the  Board  may 
direct  the  Controller  to  ascertain  if,  in  fact,  such  a  surplus  does  exist 
and  the  amount  thereof,  and  amend  the  budget  as  adopted  and  the  an- 
nual appropriation  ordinance  as  enacted  to  reflect  the  same  without 
the  prerequisites  of  Commission  recommendation  and  the  Mayor's  ap- 
proval. With  respect  to  the  second  part  of  your  question,  it  is  my  opin- 
ion that  the  same  rule  applies  at  the  present  time  when  the  Board  has 
before  it  for  consideration  the  ordinance  which  amends  the  annual 
appropriation  ordinance." 

Controller  Nathan  Cooper  reported  that  his  office  has  examined 
cash  of  the  Water  Department  on  deposit  with  the  Treasurer  as  of 
June  30,  1967,  and  the  items  to  which  that  cash  must  apply.  There 
is  available  $305,000  for  appropriation  to  a  surplus  fund;  however, 
this  amount  is  less  than  twenty-five  percent  of  Water  Department  ex- 
penditures for  operation,  repairs  and  maintenance  for  the  preceding 
year  and  is,  therefore,  not  available  for  transfer  to  the  General  Fund. 
With  respect  to  the  Airport,  the  Controller  has  found  that  all  of  the 
cash  is  allocable  to  obligations  of  the  Airport  and  could  not  be  appro- 
priated to  a  surplus  fund.

Investigation  of  legality  of  using  gas  tax  funds  for  street  cleaning. 

Supervisor  Morrison  stated  that  one  of  the  things  that  inevitably 
strikes  one  in  the  eye  in  traveling  about  San  Francisco  is  the  littered 
and  dirty  condition  of  many  streets.  He  said  that  this  is  a  major  com- 
plaint of  residents  and  is  a  valid  complaint;  the  Board  and  all  City 
agencies  should  try  to  do  something  about  this  condition.  This  year 
the  budget  for  street  cleaning  was  somewhat  over  $3,500,000,  which 
amount  was  raised  from  ad  valorem  taxes. 

Supervisor  Morrison  said  that  he  has  been  informed  that  other  cities 
use  gas  tax  funds  for  street  cleaning;  therefore,  he  has  asked  the  City 
Attorney  to  look  into  the  possibility  of  San  Francisco's  doing  the  same. 
If  gas  tax  funds  can  be  used  for  this  purpose,  it  may  be  that  more 
money  can  be  spent  on  keeping  San  Francisco  streets  clean  while  at 
the  same  time  easing  the  tax  burden  of  home  owners  and  tenants.

Cutbacks  in  the  California  Medi-Cal  Program. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  expressed  his  concern  with  the  plight  of  a  num- 
ber of  aged  Medi-Cal  patients  who  have  been  transferred  from  private 
institutions  to  San  Francisco  General  Hospital,  because  of  financial 
cutbacks  in  the  California  Medi-Cal  program. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  requested  that  a  communication  be  directed  to 
the  Director  of  Public  Health,  asking  whether  there  is  anything  which 
the  City  and  County  can  do  to  avoid  or  alleviate  the  extreme  incon- 
venience being  suffered  by  these  elderly  patients,  and  whether,  in  the 
Director's  opinion,  such  precipitant  removal  may  be  dangerous  to  their 
health. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  mentioned  that  the  rate  for  care  in  the  Garden 
Hospital  is  twenty  dollars  per  day  and  that  patients  therein,  while  re- 
maining eligible  for  State  long-term  care  under  the  Medi-Cal  program, 
have  been  subjected  to  a  State  imposed  ceiling  of  $12.74  a  day,  which 
is  too  low  for  nursing  homes  in  San  Francisco.  He  said  that  as  soon 
as  a  reply  has  been  received  from  the  Director  of  Public  Health,  he 
would  consider  the  advisability  of  presenting  a  resolution  for  Board 
consideration,  asking  the  State  to  rectify  a  situation  which  apparently 
is  redounding  to  the  discredit  of  this  community.

Supervisor  Francois  explained  that  previous  action  amending  the 
Hotel  Tax  ordinance  had  left  unanswered  the  question  of  the  exact 
extent  of  the  intended  commitment  of  revenues  derived  from  this 
source  to  the  Publicity  and  Advertising  Fund.  The  subject  amendment 
would  guarantee  that  60%  would  be  allocated  to  this  purpose. 

Supervisor  Morrison  stated  that  he  dissented  from  this  proposal  in 
Committee  and  recommended  a  negative  vote  by  the  full  Board.  He 
indicated  he  felt  without  this  legislation  the  tourist  industry  would  still 
be  in  the  same  position  it  has  always  been  since  the  tax  was  first  im- 
posed.

This,  in  contrast  to  a  cost  for  care  at  Sonoma 
and  Napa  State  Hospitals  of  approximately  $400  per  month.  Patients 
in  these  private  homes  are  being  discriminated  against,  and  with  ever 
increasing  costs  for  food  and  all  services  and  rising  property  taxes, 
the  monthly  grant  is  increasingly  more  inadequate.

Supervisor  Beeman  stated  that  he  feels  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  has  a  responsibility  to  try  to  prevent  this  issue  from  be- 
coming a  political  football  and  to  prevent  having  the  President,  faculty, 
and  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  become  whipping  boys  for 
the  political  ambitions  of  the  Governor  and  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction.

Mr.  Kent  then  presented  a  statement  of  reasons  for  Mayor  Shelley's 
recommendation  calling  for  establishment  of  a  central  housing  relo- 
cation service  under  the  Housing  Authority  rather  than  the  Redevelop- 
ment Agency,  a  copy  of  which  statement  is  in  the  file. 

Mr.  Kent  stated  that  the  Mayor  had  transmitted  a  copy  of  his  report 
and  recommendations  to  the  Federal  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  with  a  request  for  comment.  He  then  distributed 
copies  of  the  response  of  the  Regional  Administrator,  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development,  advising  that  the  Regional  Adminis- 
trator's recommendations  for  approval  of  San  Francisco's  relocation 
section  of  the  Workable  Program  would  have  to  be  conditioned  on 
approval  of  funding  of  a  local  rent  assistance  program  and  assurances 
that  relocation  functions  will  not  be  impaired  pending  operation  of 
any  new  relocation  service.    A  copy  of  the  foregoing  is  in  the  file. 

Mr.  Justin  Herman  responded  to  questions  by  various  Board  mem- 
bers. He  stated  that  he  believed  the  Federal  Government  is  concerned 
that  there  will  be  a  system  in  the  community  for  handling  persons 
displaced  by  public  action;  their  concern  is  not  with  the  method  by 
which  this  is  done.  The  Redevelopment  Agency  voted  against  shifting 
the  critical  rehousing  function  at  this  time  until  the  new  Mayor  makes 
what  Mr.  Herman  believes  should  be  a  different  type  of  study  and 
can  make  his  own  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

(3)  Cost  under  the  Knoff  judgment  and  mandate  has  been 
duly  determined  by  independent  Certified  Public  Account- 
ants. The  County  Board  of  Equalization  may  not  deter- 
mine otherwise. 

(4)  The  County  Board  of  Equalization  cannot  inquire  into 
or  take  testimony  concerning  the  evidence  and  propriety 
of  various  ratios,  including  average  ratios. 

(5)  Any  taxpayer  who  contends  the  Assessor  has  made  a 
clerical  error,  or  who  contends  that  the  taxpayer  has  sup- 
plied the  Assessor  with  erroneous  information,  resulting 
in  an  excessive  assessment  justifying  a  refund,  may  claim 
a  refund  pursuant  to  Revenue  and  Taxation  Code,  Sec- 
tion 5096  and  following  sections. 

(6)  With  respect  to  the  pending  application,  there  will  be  no 
equalization  hearing  in  the  ordinary  sense.  The  taxpayer's 
equalization  application  shall  be  deemed  his  offer  of  proof, 

and  no  other  offer  of  proof  will  be  entertained.  The  Board 
should  proceed  to  deny  the  application. 

We  have  been  informed  that  Safeway,  Incorporated  has  filed  an 
action  in  the  Superior  Court  for  the  purpose  of  commanding  the  Tax 
Appeals  Board  to  accept  the  petition  for  equalization  which  is  the 
subject  matter  of  the  application  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  today. 
We  are  informed  further  that  applicant  will  request  a  continuation 
of  today's  hearing. 

Under  the  circumstances,  and  in  view  of  the  City  Attorney's  ruling 
concerning  applications  for  equalization  arising  out  of  the  Knoff  case, 
and  in  acknowledgment  of  the  legal  representative  of  applicant  being 
present  with  his  offer  of  proof  (the  equalization  application)  and  no 
other  offer  of  proof  being  entertained,  it  would  be  in  order  for  the 
President  to  accept  a  motion  to  deny  the  application,  thus  permitting 
the  applicant  to  pursue  any  other  legal  remedies  available  to  him.
